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The following document is information gathered from the Court Minute Books 
of The Governor and Company for the Smelting down of Lead with Pit Coal and 
Sea Coal, it is NOT a verbatim transcript. The Court minute books begin on the 
13" October 1692 and end 21%‘ November 1899, these are numbered 1 to 37. 


Book 2 of the series contains the minutes of the “Royal Mines Copper” this 
Company was incorporated into the Governor and Company in 1704. 


There are also two half yearly minute books of the General Court, these start on 
the 25 May 1731 and end 30" March 1869, and are numbered 38 and 39.

Previous to the 1‘ January 1752 the New Year began on Ladyday, 25" March, 
for ease of understanding the dates given in the following text are all written 
using the modern system of taking the beginning of the year as the 1* January. 
Text written in italics is additional information to that found in the minutes. 


The units of measures used are a mixture of the Avoirdupois, and Troy systems. 
Silver was measured using the Troy system and lead measured using the 
Avoirdupois system.

Held this 18th day of October in the 4th year of the Reigne of King William and Queen Mary 
over England &c., Anoqr Domini 1692 

It is agreed that all and each the Members doe Subscribe the following Preamble 

Whereas their most Sacred Majesties have been graciously pleased by their Royall Charter 
(under the great seale of England) bearing date the fourth day of this Instant October to 
Constitute and establish the Company for smelting down of Lead with Pittcoale and Sea-coale, 
and to grant severall Privileges and appoint certain Rules to direct the ordering of the said 
Company and the better management of their Stocke and Affaires. 

Now in conformity to their majesties said charter whose names are hereunto subscribed being 
members of the said Company for Smelting down of lead with Pittcoale and Seacoale (the 
stock whereof is equally divided into one thousand shares) do mutually consent and agree. 


1st. That noe person shall be capable of being chosen a member of the Court of Assistants or 
be admitted to sitt, or act any longer as such to manage the affairs of this stock, that hath not 
(or shall not have) tenn shares in the Joynt stock of the said Company. 


2nd. That a valuation of all remaynes of stocke undivided; be once in two years made by the 
Court of Assistants; between the 24th day of June and the twenty ninth day of September.

members in general, or pay such sume of monys as the Court of Assistants shall appoint for 
the same att the Election of the said Court. 


Ath. That the stocks and dividends of each respective Member shall be obliged for all debts 
and ingagements as such respective member shall become indebted or liable to the Company 
or that by majority of votes in a General Court shall be agreed to be raised on each Members 
shares and that the court of Assistants may or shall detain the same for the benifitt of ye 
generality until such debts and ingagements are fully paid and satisfied.

Constantine Vernatti, John Henley, John Frank, Mr. Richard Adams, John Moore, Talbot 
Clerk, Francis Baker and Thomas Renda were all sworn in.

The board proceeded to the choice of a Treasurer and after some debate thereon itt was nemini 
conradicente (unanimously).

The Articles of agreement made between Talbot Clerke Esq and the subscribers before this 
Company’s Incorporation being read att the board itt fell under consideration; as allsoe what 
sum of monys should be att present raised on each share and after a long and serious debate Itt 
was referred to, to morrow in the afternoone. 


Wednesday the 19th October 1692 att 4 in the afternoon LLC 1 
Mr Mathias Cupper & Mr Thomas Nix were sworne as members of the Court of Assistants 
and took their place at the board. 


Agreed that the present stock of this Company now divided into one thousand shares as agreed 
to by ye preamble shall be and is att £18 per share to the payment where of each subscribers 


shares shall be obliged, butt for the present itt is agreed to pay in but 40s per share and it is 
therefore. 

Ordered That each member before he subscribes shall pay to the Company treasurer 40/- for 
every share in part of £18 per share. Butt in case any person or persons shall dispose or 
transfer any or all of his shares, then it is hereby further. 

Ordered That every member that transfers any share or shares shall first pay into the 
Company treasurer the sum of sixteen pounds per share, or so much as shall remain unpaid of 
the eighteen pounds per share at the time of transfer for every share he shall so transfer which 
money so paid shall be made him good in the Company books to be as is part of their joynt 
stock. 

This board being acquainted that there were neere Bristol some very convenient lead workes 
all ready built fitt for the immediate smelting downe of lead with all things proper and 
belonging there unto and that they were in the possession of Talbot Clerke Esq. ( on whose art 
in the smelting downe of lead with pittcoale and seacoale, this Company’s patents of 
incorporation is grounded and who hath subscribed and is interested for himself and friends 
500 shares) doe therefore resolve to buy and purchase the said works and having treated with 
the said Talbott Clerke Esq. doe this day agree. 


That for all his rights title and interest in and to the said works with all the utensils thereunto 
belonging and allow in consideration of his art and mystery of smelting down lead with 
pittcoale and seacoale and the assignments of several contracts he hath made with Thomas 
Sumers, John Dunston or any others his servants imployed and instructed in the said art. This 
Company do agree to pay him the sum of nine thousand pounds in full for said works and art 
by giving him creditt for the said nine thousand pounds in ye Company’s books which creditt 
this day agreed to accept of in full satisfaction. 


That Mr Richard Adams be pleased to prepare a draught for a common seale soe soone as can 
with convenience, on which the comp will come to some resolution. 

The Dep Governor and Mr Renda acquainting the board with what progress they had made in 
the treating with the Saddlers company for part of their hall for an office for which had 
proffered £25 p Annum. 


Ordered. That said Mr Moore Mr Renda and Mr Franke be desired to agree for said 
apartment on the best terms they can which this board will approve of. 

Ordered. That the preamble be entered faire into the transfer booke and any person already 
sworne be admitted to subscribe on his producing a receipt from the Compy Treasurer of his 
having paid 40s per share for every share he may soe subscribe for. 

Ordered. That at every meeting of this board noe member shall depart the Court without 
leave on the forfeiture of his appearance money and that each member that comes not within 
an houre after the time mentioned in his summons shall pay one shilling to the poores box, and 
if comes not within an hour after summoned shall loose all his appearance; and that every 
Thursday be appointed for a Court of Assistants; and these orders be observed after the 
company are settled in their office &c.

Mr Renda and Franke acquainted the board that had agreed for the apartment in Saddlers Hall 
for an office for the company to pay £30 a year for 7 years certain to commence at xmass and 
to have there refusal of 10 years’ longer giving 6 months notice before the expiration of the 7 
years and that gave a guinea to the poor’s box as usual to all which the company do agree and 
it is, 

Ordered. That Richard Richards receive the Key and that Mr Thomas Nix does assist said 
Richards in fitting up the house with all convenient speed with tables and chairs and other 
necessary’s &c. 


A Devise for a sealed was laid before the board and fell under consideration and putt to the 
vote if the sealed be in a scutcheon or not, and by majority of votes to be in a scutcheon with a 
motto around it, viz' the Corporation for Smelting Lead with pittcoale and Seacoale; which Mr 
Adams is desired to get made in steal. 

The company having under consideration the employing of their stock and setting the furnaces 
at work which they have agreed for with Talbot Clerke Esq, in the interim that this board be 
better settled it is. 

Ordered. That Talbot Clerke Esq please to write to Mr Peter Saunders of Bristol or any else 
for the buying up of ore and employing the works & to draw his bills on ye company not 
exceeding £200 for the present.

Talbot Clerke Esq laid before the board a coppy of the Letter he wrote to Mr Peter Sanders of 
Bristol and said Mr Peter Saunders his answer; both which were read at the board; and said 
Talbot Clerke Esq acquainted the board that had ordered Thomas Summers from the works at 
Bristol to come to London who was accordingly come up and attended the board, on which the 
board having resolved to enquire of said Thos Summers what condition said workes were in 
he was called to the board and informed them 


That ye works att ye Cupola are fitt to be sett on work immediately. 

That there are five furnaces. 

That the five furnaces require four men each. 

The wages they pay is 10/- a week one with another same more or less. 

They have a very good stock of bricks. 

That have lime and limestone in ye works and a kelin to burn it. 

That the Welsh oare is better than any their abouts and gives 15 cwt in a Tunn and spend 9 
Bushells of coales. 

That Green oare was 30/- now 50/- a Tunn yields half lead. 

That laid at Bristol now worth £10 per Tunn. 

The coals are worth 11 to 12/- for 48 Bushells. 

That if occasion be can command 12 men that understand working. 

That each furnace will melt 12 Tunns a week of oare which will make 9 Tunns of leads from 
Welsh oare. 

That believes some 20 Tunns a week of oare may be immediately bought up about and near 
the works. 


Capt. Edward Leneve sworne a member of ye Court of Assistants and took his place at the 
board. Mr Wm Bawmer sworne a member. 

Ordered. 

That the original lease of the works and the contracts made by Mr Clerke with Mr Dunston & 
Summers be left with the Company Books in ye possession of Richard Richards ye Company 
Secretary till further order from ye board. 

Talbot Clerke Esq. acquaints the board that Mr Dunston had £70 per annum and Mr Sumers 
£60 per annum. 


Ordered 

That three shillings be paid by the accepter on every transfer that he accepts whereof this 
board gives 2/6d to ye Secretary and sixpence to the messenger.

Talbot Clerke Esq. having subscribed the books for five hundred shares and the lease of the 
works being left with the board and the contracts with Mr Dunston and Mr Sumers which he 
will assign over when the Company please; it is this day Ordered. 

That Talbot Clerke Esq. have credit given him in ye Company books for £9,000 and that he 
may transfer his said 500 shares when and to whom he please. 

Ordered that the original lease of the works and the contracts made by Mr Clerke with Mr 
Dunston and Sumers be left with the Company’s books in possession of Richard Richards ye 
Company secretary till further order from ye board. 


Ordered. That Talbot Clerke Esq., please to write to Mr Peter Saunders acquainting him that 
the Company desire him to inspect ye company concerns for the present till such time as some 
members go down thither when they will fix ye concerne with him & that for ye future all 
letters from ye Company will go signed by Richard Richards ye company’s secretary, to 
which he is desired to give all credit and that till all things are settled the company will gratify 
him; and own his trouble. 

Mr Summers being called into the board with the Governour acquainted him that the company 
do agree to take him into their service under ye same salary and considerations that he 
formerly served Talbot Clerke Esq., & that if he should be sent to Derbyshire they will 
consider him; and that he return with all convenient speed to Bristol there to follow such 
orders as he may from time to time receive from the board and that for his charges incoming & 
going down the compy will allow him £5: which was paid him in a warrant on the Treasurer. 


The Treasurer gave into the board an account of the money he received for subscriptions 
Importing £580. 


Thursday 10th November 1692 att 4 in the afternoon LLC 1 
Francis Scobell Esq., sworn a member and having accepted 10 shares from Talbot Clerke Esq 
was by majority of votes chose an Assistant. 


The board had first under consideration some members to be desired to go down to the workes 
to receive possession and give all other necessary directions & after a serious debate it was. 
Agreed. That it is very requisite & necessary that Talbot Clerke Esq., be desired to go down 
to the Cupola at Bristol. 

Ordered. That the lease of the workes and the agreement with Dunston & Summers be 
delivered to Mr Renda to prepare a rough draught of their agreement to the Company from 
Talbot Clerke Esq., against next Court, in order to be amended, approved and ingrossed and it 
is further desired and, 

Ordered. That Talbot Clerke Esq., Sir Henry Marwood, Thomas Addison & Francis Baker 
Esq., Mr John Franke, Mr George Moore be desired to go down to ye workes at Bristol on or 
before the 29th Instant and that they please to report to ye board at next meeting if can or do 
resolve to go or not when this court will come to a further resolution about instructions to be 
given them. 


Sir Carbery Price his Lead ore being under consideration the question was put should Sir 
Carbery Price to be treated with or not. 
Agreed. That Sir Carbery Price be treated with for his Lead ore; and then was further. 
Agreed. That five persons of the committee be ordered to treat with Sir Carbery Price and 
that. 

Sir Henry Marwood. Francis Parry Esq 

Francis Scobell Esq Thomas Addison Esq. 

George Clerke Esq or any three be desired to treat with Sir Carbery Price and in order 
thereto. 
Ordered. That Talbot Clerke and Thomas Renda be and are desired to obtain ye heads of the 
agreement made by the said Esq., Clerke and Sir Carbery Price and give them to ye Gentlemen 
above mentioned for their better information in their treating with Sir Carbery Price & that 
they exceed not £4 5s att ye waterside or £4 15s delivered at ye works for each Tunn of Lead 
ore. 


Ordered. That Mr Fowlers Bell be paid and three guineas be given him for gloves for his care 
and trouble in the Company concerns. 


That Mr Nixes bills Importing £40 17s 10d be paid and that £50 be drawn on the treasurer for 
petty cash to pay said bills and other disbursements which was accordingly drawn for payment 
of the above sum of £40 17s 10d. 

Mr Adams gave to the board a small seal devised & cut as formerly ordered which being 
approved was. 

Ordered. That said Seal be and hereby is appointed for ye seal manual of this company and 
remains In the Secretary’s possession for to seal letters with. 

Ordered. That Talbot Clerke Esq be pleased to write a civil letter to Mr Peter Saunders in 
answer to his of the 5th Instant and that the secretary write to ye same effect by Saturdays post 
desiring his advise as anything may offering ye company’s service &c. 

The Court being now settled here in their office it is agreed to and 

Ordered. That all the several orders and rules made for the better government of their Courts 
be from hence forward put in execution under the several rewards and penalties mentioned in 
the said orders a copy whereof is ordered to be affixt in the Court room &c. 

Mr John Henley acquainting the board that one Mr Barry hath offered to make some very 
advantageous proposals to this board relating to ye better improvement of their joynt stock it 
is. 

Ordered. That Mr Henley desire said Mr Barry to come and bring his proposals with him 
next Thursday when ye Court will be ready to receive them. 

This board taking notice that Mr Thomas Boone hath not subscribed and paid for his shares or 
come to the Court of Assistants to take ye oath and to act as such though mentioned in the 
Charter, and hath had due notice by ye messenger of their several meetings. It is this day __ 
Ordered. That Richard Richards write him in name of this board desiring him to come on 
Thursday next to ye Court to take the oaths pay his money subscribed for his shares and take 
the place of an assistant, otherwise the board will proceed to disenfranchise him & dispose of 
his shares to others &c.

The Minute book of the Committee of The Royal Mines Copper (Volume 2 of this series) 
ends on the 8th August 1704 so there is a 6 months gap in our knowledge of the 
developments, which lead to the formation of the new Company. 

The minutes of the Committee of the Royal Mines Copper of the 4th April 1704 give the results 
of the election of the committee for the year ensuing.

The minutes of the Committee show that Mr Samuel Davis has been a member of the 
Committee from 1697 to 30th March 1702, he was not re-elected for the year 1702. It appears 
from the minutes that there was a dispute between the Company and Samuel Davis. 


10th February 1701 “Some progress was this day in the adjusting of Samuel Davis’s 
accounts.” 


10th March 1701 “Ordered. That it be left to Dr Wright & Mr Cornelius Mason to discourse 
with Mr Samuel Davis about the matter of his 35 shares and report it at next Committee.” 


14th April 1702 a dividend of 20s was paid to the proprietors but there is a note stating that 
the warrants for the dividend to Mr Samuel Davis on 50 shares & Mr Hopkins for 5 shares 
were not signed. 
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28th April 1702 “Mr Samuel Davis appeared here & acquainted the Committee that he was 
willing to leave the difference in dispute between him & this Committee, relating to his 35 
virgin shares, to arbitration...” 


16th June 1702 “The committee attending to last days minute relating to Mr Samuel Davis’s 
35 virgin shares have agreed to refer it to two men a committee to choose one and Mr Samuel 
Davis another, and that he be desired to bring in the name of the person he designs to make 
choice of for him self & the Committee will nominate a suitable person to join with him, but 
neither of them be lawyers.” 


15th September 1702 “Whereas the difference between Mr Samuel Davis & this Company 
about paying for the 35 virgin shares was laid before the general meeting of the 12th of May 
last it was left to the committee to refer it or do therein as they thought fit, and the said 
Committee on the 126th June last agree with Mr Davis to refer the said difference between 
him and this Company to Messrs Robert Ruddle & Andrew Prime. It is now this day agreed 
and ordered to refer the same to Messrs Ruddle & Charles Du Bois of London, Merchant. 
That bonds of arbitration be prepared, that Peter de Lannoy Esq the Chairman does into the 
same on account of the Company & that he be indemnified for his so doing, from all trouble & 
charges, the Penalty to be thousand pounds each, & to give the arbitration two months per the 
date of the said bond” 


22nd October 1702 “The Chairman reported that he with the committee appointed, met 
Messrs Charles Du Bois & Robert Ruddle, about the matters relating to the difference 
between Mr Samuel Davis & this Company, the said Davis being also there, & after some 
hours spent therein, the referees thought fit to adjourn to Thursday next at Waghorn’s Coffee 
House 3 o’clock in the afternoon.” 


29th December 1702 “Mr Samuel Davis being at the committee desired a further time for 
lengthening the arbitration Bonds they expiring the 6th January last (sic?) which the 
Committee took into consideration after some debate it was agreed that there be 14 days more 
added after the said time for the convenience of Mr Du Bois meeting Mr Ruddle.” 


19th January 1702, the bond was further lengthened to the 10th February. 


There are various references in later minutes of the Royal Mines Copper but no resolution to 
the case. 


The next reference appears in the Court minutes of 9th May 1706, where following a dividend 
payment of 20s per share “Ordered. That Mr Samuel Davis have Credit given him in his 
Account with this company for Fifty pounds, being for a dividend of twenty shillings per share 
on the fifty shares now in his name in this Company’s books.” 


The matter appears to have been resolved by 4th May 1708, “Mr Samuel Davis desiring leave 
of the Court that he might Transfer all his shares but ten he hath in this Company’s books 
notwithstanding the Obligation he has under to pay first the debt he owes the Company which 
now is about One hundred and Six Pounds ten shillings. 

Ordered. That the said Mr Samuel Davis be allowed to transfer all his shares except ten upon 
his executing a Bond or Writing to make good the said payment to this Company in the same 
manner as if the said shares had remained untransferred. And that the said Ten shares shall 
not be transferred till the Company is satisfied.” 
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This was confirmed by the minutes of the 11th May 1708 “The Deputy reported that the 
persons appointed last Court had received from Mr Samuel Davis a writing to their 
satisfaction which was now lodged with the treasurer and that accordingly they had allowed 
him to transfer ten shares to Mr James Tonkes.”

Richard Richards Secretary and Accountant to the Company having delivered up all the books 
and papers relating to this company, and being employed in other matters and making it his 
humble request that he may surrender his said imploy of secretary and accountant. And that if 
this Court are satisfied that he hath faithfully discharged his trust, he may have a release under 
their common seal. 

Ordered. That the said Richard Richards be admitted to surrender his said imploy. And that a 
Release be drawn & sealed accordingly upon his sealing a release to the company. 

Mr Thomas Renda acquainted the Court that neither Sir Talbot Clerke or any others for him 
have ever since the last Court thought fit to take on them the Patent and pay the £110 8s as 
ordered by the said Court, and that severall Gentlemen have proposed to pay two shillings per 
share to each person that shall think fit to transfer them. And severall Adventurers in the joint 
Stock having already done it, & others inclining to do the same, he desires the opinion & 
resolution of the court therein. 

Whereupon this Court is of opinion that every member hath a liberty to dispose of & transfer 
his own shares at what price and to whom they please. 

This court next under their consideration the Oath usually taken by each person on their 
admittance into this company, and for the ease & satisfaction of such as may hereafter be 
admitted He is hereby unanimously agreed to and. 

Ordered. That the oath to be taken by all members admitted into the Joynt Stock of this 
Corporation or that shall be elected Governor, Deputy Governor or Assistant besides the Oaths 
to the Government shall (instead of the former oath of fidelity to the company) be in the words 
or to the effect following, Viz". 

I. A.B. do sincerely promise & swear That I will be faithful to the Governor & Company for 
Smelting down Lead with Pit coal & Sea coal during my continuance in the Joynt Stock of the 
said Company. 
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Ordered. That what moneys remained in Capt. Le Neve’s hands or that he was so receive & 
be accountable for as per order of Court the 23d of March 1695 is hereby declared to be for 
the use & account of those members that were proprietors at that time & so no others that may 
since have had shares transferred to them.

were proprietors the 23rd of March 1695 are to have any benefit thereby. 

Resolved Ordered & declared (nomine contradicente) 

That the 3d 6th & 7th Article of the preamble to the subscription be & are hereby repeated 
annulled & made void 

And that no person to whom any shares have been transferred since the 23rd day of March 
1695 shall be liable to pay the Guinea upon or for their admittance mentioned in the said 6th 
Article of the said preamble nor any other sum or sums of money whatsoever upon or for their 
admittance. 

Resolved and Ordered (nomine conradicente) 

That the order of the court of Assistants of the 19th of October 1692 (whereby it is ordered 
That every member that transfers any share or shares shall first pay unto the Company’s 
Treasurer the sum of sixteen pounds per share more or so much as shall remain unpaid of the 
£18 per share thentofore ordered to be paid at the time of his transferring for every share he 
shall so transfer shall be and is hereby made & declared to be null and void. And all transfers 
of any shares made since the 23rd day of March 1695 are hereby allowed of as good, 
although’ the remainder of the said eighteen pounds was not paid in the same at or before the 
transferring thereof; nor of any time since.

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It appeared likewise to this Court that Sir Talbot Clerke, Mr Richard Adams, Mr George 
Moore, & Mr Mathias Cupper late Assistants of this Company have severally transferred out 
all their severall & respective shares and interests in the Stock of this Company Whereby they 
are severally become unqualified for the said office or place of Assistants. 


And forasmuch Francis Scobell Esq., Capt. Henry Tate, and Mr. Gabriel Glover who were 
severally chosen of the Assistants of this Company last election, have not since the said 
election taken the oaths as Assistants appointed by the Charter it is 
Resolved and declared that the said election of the said Francis Scobell Esq., Capt. Henry 
Tate, and Mr. Gabriel Glover to be Assistants is void, and they are by this Court severally 
discharged from the said office or place of assistants.

And for bringing in certain Lead Mines & Works in Wales into the 
Joynt Stock of this Company. 

That they had considered of the matters to them referred and had come to severall resolutions 
therein, which he read in his place, and afterwards delivered in to the Board, where the same 
were severally read, and with some amendments severally agreed unto.

Report of the Visitation to the North and Wales. 
We set out from London the 17th June and arrived at Newcastle the 25th. Where we found 
our agent Charles Alsopp in good credit with the Gentlemen that sell ore, buy lead or furnish 
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money. In all which particulars we did the necessary to establish the Company’s credit, and to 
secure those Gentlemen in our interest. 

We sold there to Richard Cook 30 Fodder of lead at £9 per fodder, which was to be cast into 
pieces smaller than ordinary, about 90 Ibs. weight, the market otherways being from £8 10s to 
£8 12s 6d. 

We then discoursed with Esq.. Errington and Esq.. Blackett who have each of them 1/4 of 
Blagill mine. They both promised a speeding pay there and a vigorous working to try that 
mine the whole charge of going it being computed at 40 or £50. 

We found at Ryton the Cupola well contrived and well built especially the new part of it but 
rather too small for the number of furnaces in it, Viz. three ore furnaces and a reducing 
furnace, two refining furnaces and a slag hearth, all of which we saw work and performed very 
well, Thomas Pattinson (the Lead Workmen) being a skilful honest and very industrious man, 
we committed to his care and Charles Alsopp’s the management of the Under Workmen, 
which are a set of honest sober men, well skilled in the several parts of the works. 


We find at the Cupola a good stock of ore and coals as also Bricks and Clay for working and 
repairing the furnaces. 


We ordered to Charles Alsopp and Thomas Pattinson twenty shillings each in new money and 
ten shillings for John Newton as a token of the Company’s satisfaction in them as also ten 
shillings to the under workmen. 


We had several meetings with the inhabitants of Ryton about the way to the Cupola and the 
smoke of it being a nuisance. We stated our case to Counsellor Barnes who gave his opinion 
in our favour (the copy of which we refer to). However at parting (to make our agents easy 
and to prevent a suit of law) we left it to Jeremy Hunter’s management who very well 
understood that affair and the persons and will do all that he can to serve the company, or their 
Agents, so that a further account may be expected from Charles Alsopp as anything further is 
done. 


We gave the parson of Ryton (with whom we had a great deal of discourse about the smoke, 
and having satisfied him that it was no nuisance) ten shillings to be given to the poor of the 
parish. 

We visited Ambrose Crowley’s works, where we bespoke two new scarvells, and discoursed 
them about the two pair of Bellows we have at Ryton to dispose of, think we may agree about 
them. 

We proceeded to Alston Moor, all on horseback (the way being unaccessible for a coach) and 
in our way viewed Whitfield mill, a place that has been much used for smelting lead in 
hearths, by help of water, it being proposed by Thomas Pattinson that for the convenience of 
smelting slag as being nearer the ore, it might be for the Company’s interest to take it, the rent 
being but £7 or £8 annually.

5 Bings of ore (which may yield about one fodder 
of lead) may be carried to Whitfield for 0 13 4 
The fodder of lead carried to Blaydon or Ryton 0 13 4 
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5 Bings of ore carried to Ryton 1 15 0 
So that there will be saved in the carrying 

it to Whitfield 0 8 4 
The coals may be dearer at Whitfield than 

Ryton for the smelting so much ore 0 1 4 
So that a fodder of lead may be worked cheaper 

at Whitfield than at Ryton by 0 7 O 


So that we think it worth further consideration. 

There is a stream large enough and (they say) constant, tis in a bottom surrounded with very 
high hills. 

There is room enough for an erection and would be readily encouraged by Esquire Whitfield 
the landlord. But before any agreed matter should be laid out in buildings, the certainty of 
coals must be duly enquired into though (upon what enquiry we could make) we were assured 
that there was no danger of their failing, nor would they be dearer (or but very little) than at 
Ryton. 

We viewed the mines belonging to this Company as well as some others we buy of. 

New tine Green has yielded great quantities, but the forefield dividing itself in two and 
running into small strings, was left off. 

Old Tine Green South vein was wrought by the Emerson’s but twitcht out at the bottom of the 
hill. But it is the opinion of the miners, that the vein would come in rich again up the hill, as 
Newtine Green did and is looked upon as the hopefullest trial that can be made in Priorsdale. 
Covert fold is wrought by Enoch Hudson, who pays the seventh dish duty ore, he does not get 
much at present. Tis thought that if the lease of Priorsdale was longer many might venture 
upon it, paying the seventh dish duty to the Company and might make discoveries for them. 
Tis believed by John Newton, that the term might be lengthened and at less rent, if it be 
thought fitt which deserves to be considered of. 

Clargill head offered to be took by the Bargain by Thomas Marshall to work it with four men 
constantly for four years, at twenty shillings per Bing, the Company finding all materials, 
which we have left to John Newton, to do as he shall think best. 

OldTine Green North vein wrought by Thomas Walton paying to the Company the 5th dish 
duty. 

Longhole head in Alston Moor whereof 5/8 belong to the Company, and the other 3 to Thomas 
Stephenson, the level (which will gain 30 fathoms) is carried up about 300 yards and within 60 
fathoms of the vein. They work three shifts, and tis hoped the level may be completed in less 
than one years working more, and then (tis believed by the miners) it may be very good work, 
they having lost the ore about 18 inches wide, when they were beat off by the water. 

Fairhill where of 1/4 belongs to the Company the other 3 to Esq.. Errington &c. This is not 
wrought (tho hopeful) because of their slackness in paying. She is thought to be the same vein 
with Brigill Burn a good work hard by. 

Blagill where of half belongs to the Company and the other to Esq.. Errington and Justice 
Blackett. 

We went down the 18 fathom shaft they drive there to the East, where are several strings of 
ore, which are lett at 13s per Bing. We went down the Deep shaft about 50 fathoms Eastwards 
of the other, and through a long, wet low drift and down 3 sumps. John Newton has lett three 
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fathoms at ten shillings per fathom to drive, and thirteen shillings per Bing for the ore they get 
in driving. 

They have drove 2 fathoms and got about 2 Bings of ore, which is a good sort of ore, tis best 
at Bottom, and the vein soyl is softest there by much, tis supposed tis about 30 fathoms short 
of the place they expect Thorngill vein will cross here, which is the place where they hope to 
find her rich. 

We ordered John Newton to take care to buy what ore he could on the moor and to do 
everything for the Company’s interest. 

He is a very honest man, of good judgement, and of a good reputation with the Gentlemen that 
have mines thereabouts. 

It is to be remarked that in this county tis the most troublesome and dangerous riding (perhaps) 
of any part of England, being extremely hilly, strong and boggy. There is no travelling but 
with a guide, nor then, but in danger of horse and man. 


We crossed the country from hence to Wales with a great deal of difficulty, where we arrived 
the 7th July. 

We found there 4 ore furnaces at work, the slaghearth and two refining furnaces, a very good 
stock of ore and coals, and the refining keeps pace with the smelting there being hardly ten tun 
of refineable lead before hand. 

William Sharp continues to approve himself a good servant as we also find Charles Halling to 
be very much to the satisfaction of Anthony Barker, to both which we gave 10s a piece of the 
new money, as also a new half crown a piece to the two young Refiners (who perform very 
well) and one to James the Furnace builder and 10d to the workmen at the Cupula to drink. 
They are all cheerful and understand their business and perform it with a great deal of 
exactness. 

We gave Anthony Barker encouragement and to endeavour to buy ore, especially that which is 
refineable, and think it the interest of the Company to keep a great stock of ore beforehand at 
the Cupula, which will have this effect, that the works may be kept going constantly complete, 
and the sellers of ore will not have the opportunity to raise the price, or alter the manner of 
payment. 

And it seems to us that the Company may carry on the trade there of smelting and refining to 
what degree they please, and to a more considerable advantage than anybody else. Their 
works being more regular and fitt, their methods of working better than any in that country, 
nor is their reputation lower than anybody’s they may think to be their competitor. 

We visited the Gentlemen of the Country and invited them to Gadlis, where about a dozen of 
the chief for trade and interest gave us their company, whom we treated as well as we could, 
and have established the reputation of the Company and their agents with them. 

We were several times at the mines and down them, they were found non any ways short of 
what Anthony Barker had given account of from time to time, to the Court of Assistants, only 
Pant y Pull Dwr came into ore whilst we were there (in a shaft in fresh ground at the forefield 
of the old works there) above a yard wide and sunk five foot in it. 

There is twenty meers of fresh ground before us so that it is very likely to prove extraordinary 
good work. 

We gave Joseph Crouchly (who is a very honest laborious man and chief of the miners) five 
shillings new money and for the miners fifteen shillings to drink. 
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Having done the necessary in Wales we went to Chester in our way home, and had the 
conversation of Samuel Taylor, David Parry, and Aldran Allen’s son who all supped with us 
and who were all very hearty in the Company’s interest. 

We bought of Samuel Taylor and partners all the round ore they got between this and 
Christmas at £4 10s per Tunn, who is inclined to deal with us rather than anybody and whose 
example will have effect on several. 

The next day we dined with Robert Pigot at Eaton, where Aldran Allen also dined with us. 
We had as much friendship from them both as could be desired, and the assurances of the 
continuance of it, to the doing every act of friendship to the Company that lay in their power. 
From whence we proceeded for London, where (we thank God) we arrived safe the 20th July 
at night.

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The report of the deputation to Wales. 
We set out from London the 5th day of July and arrived at Gadlis the 10th where we found the 
work at the Cupula in very great order viz. 
4 smelting furnaces, 4 refining furnaces, 2 slagg hearths, a smithy and running Buddles very 
well supplied with water, not withstanding the long dry season they had had, which is no small 
advantage to the works most of its parts requiring water; another fund of water is provided by 
making of about 120,000 very good bricks out of the field above the workhouse, and of ore a 
very great stock, judged not to be less than 600 Tunns about 260 Tunns whereof is the 
overweight of ore brought thither from the Company’s mines and works and bought ore. 
The workmen are kept in great order by the care and example of Anthony Barker and Charles 
Halling none being suffered to swear &c. without punishment, nor to frequent alehouses, 
neither to bring drink to the work house, but from their own families. 
The labourers (that do not work shifts) are called to their work by beat of drum at 6 o’clock in 
the morning, discharged at 12 at noon and called again at one and so again discharged at 6 in 
the evening with great exactness and order. 
Several of these are employed in Buddling and washing the black slaggs, wastes &c., which is 
not practiced so well, nor such conveniences for it, in any of the like works we have seen, in 
many not at all. Thus these slaggs &c. contain a great deal of lead; we had a washed parcel of 
these slaggs smelted, during our stay there, which yielded about 12 Tun of lead besides 2 Tun 
left in their slagg. 
There remains a great many of the like Black Slaggs to be thus wrought, besides other wastes, 
one of which they were trying whilst we were there and promised success viz. The fumes of 
the lead that hang in the chimneys of the smelting and refining furnaces is converted into a 
sort of slagg, which is not doubted will run well in a slagg hearth so that there non remains but 
one waste viz. the bottom of the Test, to find a way to gain some lead from, which we hope 
may be done, in the mean time we save all in order to it. 
We found at the Cupula about 30 Tunn of very good bones which cost about 30s per Tunn 
delivered there from Ireland and from whence they can have greater quantity from time to 
time which considered we thought greatly for the Company’s interest, to make their own ashes 
upon the spot, which hitherto they could not do by trials made to burn them the last of which 
was by kiln, which instead of burning them to their binding quality, partly vitrified them, by 
the excess of their own fire fiercely drawn by the air of the furnace by which they lost their 
binding quality, and could hardly be pounded. 
To remedy which we tried several degrees and manners of Calcining them, and found that a 
reverberating oven much like that for making Red lead would effect it, by which the bones 
will be equally and fitly calcin’d, easily beaten, and the Calx of a strong binding quality, this 
occasioned us to order a small apartment to be built, that may cost about £15, where the bones 
will be burnt picked and beaten with little cost, and tis conceived by William Sharp that the 
new ashes are best by far, also in the oven the old ashes may receive a gentle Calcination 
almost without charge, which may ado new strength to them. 
We observed that in burning the bones, they do not lose half their weight and tis found by 
experience, that the finer the ashes are sifted the better they bind; and that the finest hair seives 
are fittest for it, of which William Sharp desires some bottoms to be sent from hence without 
their rims. 
The works at the Mountain are very good, yield a great deal of ore at many shafts, at Pant y 
Pwl Dwr and the Old Rake the quantity of round and small ore at both the works at the Pool 
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and in the Storehouses cannot be less than 500 Tunns. They are sinking two new shafts at the 
forefield of the 8 meers which go down well, and are come to some shews of ore tho not very 
deep. 

As to the mismanagement’s there, that the Court was informed of we made due enquiry and 
found as follows. 

Upon our arrival we ordered George Place and Luke Denman to attend, who both stood by 
what they had writ. We then ordered the accused to attend another day, where they denied the 
particulars; especially in the manner laid down by Place and Denman. We then appointed a 
time of hearing all parties face to face, with their witnesses on the Mountain at which time it 
was proved that the partners in that Bargain had laid their venture ore on an old flooring of the 
Company’s and when they took away their ore they dug up the said flooring and carried it 
away to the washing with their own, they thought it might be about 3 Tunns; two of the 
partners own’d it might be about 2 Tunns. 

As to the mistake in the Driving which Denman and Place mentioned we found that there was 
a great deal in it, but could not be proved to be any wise done by design but the different 
opinions of the workmen; and that the charge was not near so great as they apprehended, 
which mistake might partly happen from Joseph Crouchley’s neglect of visiting the works, 
below, so often as we think he ought which was appeared not above once in a week or 
fortnight and which we hope we have effectually remedy’d for the future. 

We likewise found that there was ore that was deemed round ore broke in the mines in order to 
make it small ore for washing and that it was done by the order of Crouchley’s wife who was 
the head washer, and the others that washed under her were but hired people, which practice 
we have also broke and ordered the washings to be bargains, by those who will do it cheapest. 
The like care we have taken that the remaining ore, sinking &c. be done by Bargains as much 
as possible. 

These with several other particulars we took time to consider of, in order to do the best for the 
Company’s interest in so considerable an affair, and accordingly went to the Mountain where 
all the workpeople were present and published what we had agreed upon viz. 

1. That the two Tunn of ore be delivered to Anthony Barker for the Company’s use, in lieu of 
the same quantity that they had wronged the Company of from the floorings at the venture. 

2. That they beg the Company’s pardon for what they had done, which they very freely did. 
Express themselves sorry and promised to be true and faithful for the time to come. 

3. That William Jackson be taken in, to act on the Mountain in concert with Joseph Crouchly 
on equal terms at 16d per day each. After which we having desired them to live in love and 
unity one with another, to do their duty in their several stations, and to pass by what had been 
done without any more reflections or tangling we left them under a promise so to do very 
cheerful and well pleased. At the same time introducing William Jackson as their overseer, 
and to whom they were to give due observance. 

From hence we returned to Gadlis where we were to dine with the Gentlemen of the country 
we had invited who were very well pleased with their entertainment and expressed a great deal 
of friendship for the Company. 

We left Gadlis the 20th and went to Chester where we discoursed Alderman Allen who 
promised to be the Company’s customer for what lead he should have occasion provided we 
use him as others would. 

From thence we went to Liverpool where we settled a Correspondence with John Wainwright 
a very fit person as we conceive to procure shipping for London and sales of Lead. And 
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agreed to allow 10s per ship he hath hire for the Company not exceeding 55s per tun freight 
2/3 port charges for London to be ty’d to Convoy he is to be allowed besides the charge of 
charter parties and petty expense and 1 per cent for sales of lead. 

We returned again to Chester where we had further discourse with Alderman Allen from 
thence we went to the Duke of Powys who received us very kindly and had a free conversation 
about the lead trade &c., he sent his steward to show us his cupola in our way to Shrewsbury 
where we found 2 ore furnaces & 1| slagg hearth. 

When we came to Shrewsbury we discoursed ......... Moncaster a very proper person for 
buying of lead and willing to deal with Anthony Barker with whom he was willing then to 
contract for 20 tuns delivered at Chester. And if Anthony Barker and he can agree may deal 
considerably together. Thus having done everything to the utmost of our power for the service 
of the Company, hope it will be to the satisfaction of the Court.

The Report of the Committee appointed the 30th of May last to visit the Company’s works in 
Wales, to execute new leases with Sir Richard Grosvenor for the use of this Company. 


According to order of the Court held the said 30th May last we proceeded to Gadlis where we 
found all the parts of the Cupola in very great order, and managed with a great deal of 
frugality and exactness. 

The new refining house that has been added since the works were visited, hold six refining 
furnaces and we think is as completed, in all parts of it as can be desired, likewise the other 
additions for burning, stamping, grinding, and sifting of Bone Ashes are so well contrived that 
about a tun of ashes a week may be made at about half the price they formerly cost the 
Company when sent from hence. 


They likewise found a way to reduce the lead that remained in the Bottom of the tests in 
refining, of which there ids a great quantity they having been kept together from the beginning 
and Anthony Barker says that he can clear ten pounds a week in working of them which is 
done in the slagg hearth by the addition of black slaggs which occasions the test bottoms to 
flow or melt and separate the lead that they held. Also in the refining and smelting a great part 
of the fumes of the lead that lodge themselves in the chimneys which being collected and 
made up with lime into mortar, they are easily reduced by the slagg hearths into lead, sea that 
the cheapness of the bone ashes, and the reducing the lead in test bottoms & fumes makes the 
article of refining much more considerable then before, and will make it profitable to refine 
lead that holds considerably less silver, than that which has been hitherto wrought. 


There is a very good stock of Coals, bricks, lime, bones, iron &c., there is likewise a great 
stock of Litharge, unreduced, a great deal of lead ready to ship, and at the Cupola and 
Mountain there is reckoned not to be less than sixteen hundred tuns of ore. 


We viewed the Red Lead Mill at Holly Well but do not think it worth half the money asked for 
it, nor at any price to be the interest of the Company to meddle with it, neither do we think it 
worth the Company’s while, considering the small quantity that is vended in a year of Red 
lead and the encumbrance it will be to meddle with that article in Wales. 


We also considered the part of the Colliery that Mr Pennant has offered to part with, and do 
believe it for the Company’s interest to be concerned in it, for many reasons we are ready to 
offer, but that affair not being ripe enough for our finishing of it, have ordered Anthony Barker 
to transact the same, the title we take to be good, the Gentlemen very honest and the purchase 
not extravagant, about one hundred and fifty pounds. 
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As to Luke Denmans concern we find he had taken a bargain & not complied with the same, 
appears under his own & his partners hand (ready to be produced) and that he was justly 
dismissed the Company’s service & that for many reasons not a fit person, to be received 
again. 


We made up account with John Wainwright & have settled the same (which we refer to for the 
particular the balance due to the Company being £275 16s 8d). And considering how 
uncertain the payments hitherto had been upon that account, we have made a new bargain with 
him viz, he is to pay seven pounds fifteen shillings a tun of lead, at Bagilt, and to run the 
Risque & pay the freight to Liverpool paying the same in three months, after delivery at Bagilt 
aforesaid. 


As to the mines near Salop that lately belonged to Alex Jennings we understand that there has 
been got about five hundred weight of ore, but not drawn up, and Anthony Barkers opinion is 
that they are not worthy the Company’s notice. 


As to the mines in the county of Flint the one in Mr Hughe’s ground and the other in Mr 
Pennants that we were to inquire into, we find that neither of them are of any value or fit for 
the Company to meddle with, nor indeed have they any occasion to go out of Sir Richard 
Grosvenor’s liberty to venture their money, since he has granted such large and good liberty’s 
to the Company to employ it in. 


We were three days at Eaton, Sir Richard Grosvenor’s seat, where we were very civilly 
entertained and the six following leases were granted to Enoch Floyd and Edward Wright for 
twenty one years commencing and for performing the covenants 
of each a bond of pounds was executed by the said Enoch Floyd and 
Edward Wright likewise a bond of one thousand pounds for the washing up and payment of

Report on a visit to the Mills and Mines in the North. 

We set out from London the 25th of June last, and the first place we entered upon business 
was at Durham. Where we met the Lord Barnard’s steward and discourse him fully about the 
Lords ore and have a great deal of reason to hope it may conduce to the Company’s more easy 
dealing with him for the future. 

It not being advisable to go to Acton Mill, Shildon mine, Whitfield Cupula &c. on the coach, 
we left that at Hexham for 3 days and had horses for that service. 

The first place we viewed was Acton Mill which is very well situated and fitted for smelting 
and refining, by the help of water, the fuel is cheap and a good stock of peat at the mill, this 
mill is supplied with ore from ye Company mines at Shildon and some Company ores in ye 
neighbourhood. 

From thence we went to Shildon where a water gin placed to drain the works and gains several 
fathoms under em which goes at a small charge by which means they get a pretty good 
quantity of ore upon Bargain and hope to find a good length of it in fresh ground at both ends 
at reasonable rates. We think both here and at ye mill things are managed with great care and 
good husbandry. 

We proceeded to Whitfield Cupola which we found very well provided with all conveniences 
for smelting, refining, &c.a good stock of ore, coals, &c. and a very good management of 
Thomas Pattison who likewise hath erected ye furnace for smelting, refining and reducing at 
Acton Mill and Wanlockhead very convenient and with as little charge as could be expected. 
We did the necessary at Newcastle in discoursing the Company correspondents there and 
found the Company to be in good credit with the trading people there. 

From whence we proceeded to Edinburgh where we dined with the Earl of Glasgow, Cavers 
Douglas, and John Montgomery Esq.. &c. who managed the Duke of Queensbury’s affairs. 
We were kindly received and very handsomely treated. Seeming to be gentlemen very well 
disposed to promoting the Dukes and the Company’s interest in these parts, and which they 
assured us we should find continued upon all occasions. We soon removed the 
misunderstanding that was between them and the Company, concerning the Dukes being 
concerned one fourth part with the Company in smelting so that present there is perfect 
harmony, between those concerned for the Duke and the Company’s agents and which we 
hope will be continued to the end of the lease. They expressed themselves well satisfied with 
the Company proceedings and with the industry and honesty of the Company agent William 
Lee. 

We went to Leith and discoursed James Renton who receives the Company’s lead, who we 
esteem to be very fitt for it. And who is to dispose of it, as he shall be from time to time 
directed by the Company, he refers himself to them for the first year, we thinking it not proper 
for him or us to settle these terms, till both saw what the degree of trouble it would be. There 
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was at Leith and coming thither from Wanlockhead about 100 Tunns of the Company’s lead 
and about as much of the Lord Heptons, but no demand at present for shipping. 

The Company’s lead is free from duty by an Act of Parliament a copy of which we brought 
with us from the register. 

We discoursed with John Mitchell merchant at Edinburgh who furnishes the Company with 
money upon returns and found him well pleased with their dealings and very ready to serve 
them. 

From Edinburgh we went to Wanlockhead, where we spent some days in viewing the 
Company’s works there and found very good conveniences for smelting and refining &c. by 
water. Great store of Peats ready got in the Company liberty’s very cheap and good for 
smelting. Also several Bings of ore, besides a good quantity of slaggs and waste for smelting. 
The mines in those liberty’s, having been very rich and requiring a pretty deal of time and 
charge to drive levels, to lay them dry, hath occasioned several levels to be driven, which 
promise a good reward when done, in the opinion of all the miners, nor can we be of opinion, 
that the Company ought not to proceed with them, for should those works prove, though far 
short of what may reasonably be expected, they may be considerable nor are they altogether 
working on Dead work, but have got already and are daily getting ore upon Bargain, which 
may continue the mill &c. at work, till some further proof be made and which we hope may 
keep the Company from loss, till some of the designs answer their expectation. One of which 
levels they hope, in a months time may make a good discovery, the workmen have it on a 
Bargain having almost for 3 years last past, worked a great deal under wages and wet to the 
skin every shift, in prospect of having a years work on the ore at a price, that will be profitable 
to the Company. We cannot find but William Lee is a proper person to manage those works 
with John Newton’s assistance at present especially, he having the character of a very honest 
man and an expert miner and well qualified to deal with the people of that Country. 

From Wanlockhead we proceeded into Wales where we found the works at Gadlis in great 
perfection and order and a great stock of coals and all other materials for the several parts of 
the works, but that which is most to be valued is the stock of ore, suitable to such 
conveniences, there being there, and at the Mountain above ground about 1,500 Tunns got at 
reasonable rates a great deal of at 8s per Tunn digging. 

The new grant from Sir Pyers Mostyn is very large and promising they being come to ore in 
several places. We were very courteously entertained by Sir Pyers, who we have reason to 
believe will be a very kind and fair Landlord. 

As we never had the mines in a more flourishing condition there never was a better prospect of 
their continuing so for many years, upon which we cannot but congratulate the court and 
remain ready to enlarge on any particulars by word of mouth.

The unanimity of the last General Court and the prudent dispatch of the business thereof has 
had so good an effect as to be the occasion of this in so short a time after and which we 
conceive will be greatly to the advantage of all the present members and lay a lasting 
foundation for those who shall come afterwards if the business of it be issued with the same 
General Consent and the same Confidence in and Consideration for the opinion & conduct of 
the Court of Assistants, who have very carefully weighed and maturely considered what they 
have ordered to be now laid before you; and which they are very confident can be supported 
without impairing the Capital or rather an addition to it, besides what is proposed to be divided 
such are the great and many privileges of the Royal Charter granted to this corporation which 
may be read at this time for your information and by which you will easily conceive some 
very valuable privileges the particulars whereof need not be descended into. 


You will see by the Charter you are neither limited to any certain sums of your capital, nor to 
any mode of increasing it, but both are left to do it as the Company may find most fitting and 
convenient for them. 

And therefore as the Great Privileges granted tend so much to our advantage we have thought 
it our Duty to put you in mind of it, and to make a further proportionable augmentation of 
stock suitable to so great privileges and which may effectually prosecute those good ends & 
purposes of the Charter and therefore have ordered the following resolutions of the Court of 
Assistants to be communicated to you for your concurrence. Viz. 
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Resolved 

That 3,000 shares be added to the 7,000 now subsisting which will make the whole number 
10,000 shares and that the 3,000 shares shall be taken by those members who shall voluntarily 
pay £50 per share for the same after the manner following viz. £12 10s down, £12 10s every 3 
months after upon receipt of the same under the Common Seal of the Company, as the Court 
of Assistants may think proper.

There are many reasons which have induced the Court of Assistants to choose this way of 
augmenting the capital rather than by calls to the like value. 

1. All persons may not equally be provided to pay in such calls as Widows &c. 

2. The guardians of orphans and executors not being members of the Company cannot be 
obliged by the Bye Laws the Company are empowered to make and execute to pay the same. 
3. By this method no member is obliged to be concerned further than he is already or in what 
further degree he pleases and yet every member as well as those that do not, as those that do, 
are equally benefited according to the interest and share they have and the Company’s 
occasions more fully answered. 


To all which the General Court agreed.

And that the thanks 
of this Court be given to them for their good conduct & prudent management. 


The financial situation at this time was in turmoil due to the actions of “The South Sea 
Company” 

The South Sea Company was the invention of Robert Harley (Duke of Oxford) Lord Treasurer 
in 1711, with the aim of clearing the national debt. The war of Spanish Succession, which 
began in 1701, had resulted in the National debt spiralling out of control in excess of ten 
million pounds. The principle was that for buying the National debt the company would 
receive 6 per cent interest from the Government. 

The Company was also granted trading privileges/rights with Spanish Colonies in South 
America. From the point of view of trade the Company were remarkably unsuccessful there 
first ship travelling to South America in 1717, six years after the Company was first formed, 
and in 1718 war again broke out between Spain and England. 

In 1720 a plan was formed to take over the whole of the Country’s National Debt, the plan 
was put to Parliament and despite a counter proposal from the Bank of England the House of 
Lords approved the plan on the 7th April 1720. The Company’s stock began to rise rapidly 
from being just over £100 a share it had risen to over £1000 by the end of June 1720. At this 
time the value of the stock began to fall as investors, took their chance to sell assuming that 
the value of the shares was unlikely to rise further. Various interventions took place in an 
attempt to boost the value but the “bubble had burst” and the value of the shares continued to 
fall. 

The Government persuaded the Bank of England to step in and stabalise the situation 
Parliamentary Texts give the following on 21st December 1720: — 


” The House resolv'd itself into a grand Committee, and Mr Robert Walpole laid before them a new 
Scheme to restore publick Credit, which was, in Substance, to ingraft nine Millions of South-Sea Stock 
into the Bank of England, and the like Sum into the East-India Company, upon the Conditions therein 
mention'd. Mr Hutcheson, and other Members, made some Exceptions to that Scheme; but none 
offering a better Remedy for the present Misfortunes, Mr Farrer, the Chairman, was directed to move 
the House, and it was accordingly order'd, That the said Committee have Power to receive Proposals 
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from the Bank of England, the South-Sea Company, and the East-India Company, towards restoring 
publick Credit.” 


On February 3rd 1721 Walpoles Bill “For ingrafting Part of the Capital Stock of the S.S. 
Company into the Bank and Part into the East-India Company” was read for the first time. 

The Bill was read for the second time on the 7th February and was carried 237 votes to 139. 
The directors of the South Sea Company were taken into custody, and an Act “For the 
preventing the infamous Practice of Stock Jobbing” was passed.

Mr Creed made a report from the Gentlemen appointed to visit to the Company’s works in 
Wales & Derbyshire &c. which he read & delivered into the Court and as follows 

Gentlemen. 

We left London the 10th April 1721 and in the evening about 7 on Saturday the 15th we 
arrived at Gadlis, the badness of the roads having made the journey more tedious than 
ordinary. 

On Monday we viewed the Cupula and works and approved very well of the addition made to 
the workhouse &c. with the new smelting furnaces by which the Company is enabled to 
enlarge their smelting &c. The largeness and the conveniences of which with the stock of 
materials may without boasting be said to exceed any in Great Britain many degrees there is 
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reckoned to be a stock of bones about 80 Tuns, of Bricks 60,000, coal there and at the pit 
2,000 Tuns, lead ready smelted and in Litharge &c. 500 Tuns, ore there and on the grass near 
1,000 Tuns, with a suitable proportion of all stores and materials, the like sight and value not 
to be met with in any lead works perhaps in the world and of which we took repeated views 
and made some assays of ore and lead for silver and what we cannot omit, is the management 
and regulation of this great affair by the care and industry of Anthony Barker and son, is to our 
entire satisfaction we cannot but think they are extraordinarily qualified for and very faithfully 
do discharge such a trust. 

Our next enquiry was at Halken Mountain, and the Company works under Sir Richard 
Grosvenor, where we found they still get ore on the East End of Pant y Pwl Dwr Rake and at 
the West end have a fine large vein, lately discovered, in which have got several Tuns of ore 
and have thirty meers of fresh ground before us they are sinking a Wind shaft in order to carry 
on this hopeful work. 

The Old Rake towards the East has afforded a cross vein which tis hoped will prove of good 
consequence, at that end of the rake and more Westward they were getting very fine ore at 5 or 
6 shafts, the Swallows continuing to take the water’s tho the season was so extreme wet so 
well that tis not doubted that valuable rake will be rendered capable of working at much 
deeper levels than ever has been yet done and which they doubt will afford great quantities of 
ore. 

At the Long Rake there is a shaft sunk at the West end near where 2 veins are supposed to 
meet and is believed very likely to discover one of them if not both. 

From thence we proceeded to the Silver Rake and so on to Pen y Ffordd Newydd Rake on 
which is a very hopeful work and several Tuns of fine ore upon the Bank lately gotten and a 
fine open shak lately come to which will much facilitate the procedure therein. 

Then we viewed Sir John Egerton’s liberty’s Sir George Mostyn’s and Captain Pennant’s 
where they are going on with several hopeful works, getting ore in most of them the farm very 
reasonable and the liberty’s large, and very promising. We proceeded to Roger Mostyn’s 
large liberty which is at the West end of a very great work mentioned in Giraldus Cambriensis 
and still continues to provide a very great quantity of ore. There is got about twenty five Tuns 
of ore at Tumane and is very hopeful and so on for two miles together, till we came to the 
Great Flat at the West end of Trelogan which has been wrought about 500 yards in length and 
breadth, tho non of them are reckoned to be 20 yards deep because of the water before this 
level was brought up from this Great Flat to Peirsons Old Shaft is about 400 yards and from 
thence to the forefield near 200 yards so that this rich ore is discovered for above 1,000 yards 
in length and the vein only wrought in one single drift for air for shafts and sumps in which 
drifts the ore the ore holds at several breadths the least being very rich, viz. three quarters of a 
yard, and from that width eight foot, and at the very forefield four foot wide, setting strongly 
forward in Mr Perry’s lands, where we are sinking a shaft, and have all her liberty and Sir 
John Conway’s before us on long lease and easy farm, in short that work is so great that old 
Mr Norman the Company Under Steward there declared that not one miner in a 1,000 ever 
saw such a work, and which must be a very lasting one, he is a Derbyshire man always bred to 
the business and about 70 years of age, and he has known all the considerable works that have 
been in his time, however we thought the best way of making you sensible of the values of this 
work would be to have an estimate made of its produce, and which according to A Barker’s 
best calculation would this quarter viz. From Ladyday to Midsummer produce 500 Tuns of 
ore which is not only very rich in lead but is found to yield about 15 ounces per Tun of silver 
and the ore got in an average at about 9s per Tun which together with the farm and carriage to 
the smelt house he reckons 40s per Tun to be the most it can stand in there which is viz.

And this mine in Anthony Barker's and many of the oldest and best workmen's opinion, is 
likely to hold it, and continue this for a great while and may and is likely to exceed and grow 
better as wors, (worst?) and fall short so that their is good reason to hope this work alone will 
produce twelve thousand pounds per annum according to said and above estimate. 

In our return from thence we came by Bryndigree where a straight shaft is sunk under the rich 
works which has been those and where Esquire Mostyn of Pembed told us his grandfather had 
1,800 Tuns of round ore at one time upon the bank, then we came to Windmill Field in the 
same liberty Viz. Sir Rogers where they had got some very fine ore in a hopeful vein, and we 
heard before we came away they had got above a Tun more. 

The Company coal work is about a mile from Gadlis the road way, and afforded a very fine 
sight, not only for the quantity of very fine coal on the Bank, but also for the quantity of fresh 
ground all round which insures a lasting work there, and which is the more to be valued as 
coals are become scarcer and dearer in those parts nor must we omit that by the help of a 
Sough already carried up to a part of it and the prospect of a swallow above, tis like to be 
wrought without gins and horses which are generally used in such works, here is a convenient 
smithy and store house and plenty of all manor of utensils for so considerable a works they 
were sinking a pit in Mr Lloyds lands, and another at the sough shaft at latter they came to and 
cut through the coal before we came away, and found it was firm clean and good as in any part 
of the work and held its full thickness viz. a yard and three quarters. 


We were welcomed into the Country and invited by the Gentlemen as usual, we found the 
ways so very bad by reason of the extreme wet, that it was very difficult to move to the 
Mountain in the coach so prevailed with Esq Mostyn at Kilken to accept our taking breakfast 
there & dinner at Penbedw, and the visits paid Esq Edwards and Esq Pennant were on 
horseback, before our departure we visited the Gentlemen at Gadlis and had the company of 
Esq Mostyn of Penbedw, Kilken and Calcot, Esq Lloyd of Halkin his brother Wynne Esq 
Pennant of Bagilt our Landlord Panton and son Parson Price and several others, who wished 
prosperity to the Company’s affairs, and health to the Governor and the rest of the Court to 
whom also they presented there services, Esquire Edwards & Esq Williams sent there good 
wishes and service, but were not well enough to come, the Gentlemen that came were very 
well pleased with their reception and entertainment the next but one being Saturday the 29th 
April we left Gadlis and came to Chester from whence Mr Edward Leeds junr proceeded for 
London having advice of his child’s death. 


On Friday the 5th of May 1721 with great difficulty by reason of the badness of the road we 
came to Winster in Derbyshire on Saturday we went to view the mines and found Garden 
Grove had two shafts on it, one in the Garden 36 yards deep and near the soles have some 
pieces of ore which cannot now follow for water, so are sinking the other shaft in the field 
(now 12 yards deep and the hardness) to that level in order to make a full trial. 

Upper Bank is 28 yards deep and 4 under the Old Man who got some ore tho they have found 
but little at this forefield, which have bared, when the water goes off they will continue 
sinking being in fine likely soy] and also will drive on the Old Man’s forefield, this has wind 
from a small shaft near it about 5 fathoms deep. 

At Knockin have a straight shaft 20 fathoms deep, from whom they have driven near 40 yards 
on the Dip in the Old Man, who had a very good ore, having carried his drift three yards wide, 
and above 5 foot high, and in many places left a small rib behind him, which they have got 
and was then in the Coe they expect very soon to bare his forefield, which has dip from the 
shaft 4 or 5 fathom, and in all probability the Company will have a good work here. 
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Longtor Gate there they have about 32 yards deep and have a very good vein, with two firm 
sides and filled with extraordinary fine Calk which stands rib fashion about 2 foot wide, and 
very likely vein soy] but being just at top of it they will sink in it, when have got wind by 
driving about 8 yards. 

Upper and Nether Longtor Rakes, Horsehay, Delph and Hadland have had a great many shafts 
on them (as described by T Barker in his account from Derbyshire). The Longtors have not 
been sett on by the Company but there being an old shaft now standing open for some depth 
we ordered Jethro Norman to bare it that may the better guess how these veins have been left, 
we heard from several they have got very well ore, our shaft at Horsehay is twelve fathoms 
deep, they went down in a fine Chun but are beaten out by water. 

At Delph and Hadland, the Old Man has had extraordinary good ore, which he worked out of 
the upper level, but having sunk under him into the Black Beds which frequently lead to 
another level, therefore ordered Jethro Norman to bore some fathom through them for better 
and speedier information. 

There are here about abundance of veins in view which cannot be thoroughly tried for water, 
and probably many more undiscovered, on which accounts, think it advisable and convenient 
very soon to begin a Sough, about 200 yards below our shaft on Delph viz. where T Barker 
writes we might likely go up in a string, there are many shafts in a range for about six score 
yards in length, which will be of use for air in carrying up the Sough; by which at the said 
shaft on Delph will be gained 44 yards of level, and according to the best computation can be 
made, the same may be perfected for one hundred pounds. 

On enquiry we learnt that under levels are very seldom above 7 or 8 fathoms under the upper 
levels, but as this level will be between 9 and 10 fathoms below the old Man’s soles at Delph 
if there be an under level it will be undoubtedly be discovered by such a Sough. 

Jethro Norman has taken for the Company a work called Shakersdale in Wensley liberty, 
which we were at and viewed and is more particularly described on succeeding side. 

Besides which he has taken for the Company in Sir Winsley Liberty three pipes proceeding 
which many more from a very great flat called Green Pitts, which we saw and cannot but 
approve of, and the more because some other folks at present are sinking at great expense 
through the Black Beds on a pipe near that corner out of the said flat. 

The Barmaster of this liberty came to us at Winster Prime Grove and promised his friendship, 
and told us he would in a day or two give Jethro for the Company a very likely mine which we 
passed at a distance, the soyl looked very well, and the vein pointed on a great flat and a 
Dingle, it was not proper to go near it being the possessed by others. 


Shakerdale in Wensley liberty (a) This shaft has been 36 yards deep and under the Black Beds 
where the Old Man came to fine soyl and pieces of ore, after a very little driving but being 
poor and over water was so left off about seven years ago below the said shaft to the West are 
a great many pitts sunk on a large flat. 

(b) Several shafts, which seem by the soy] to have been in two spacious veins in both of which 
some ore has been got tho did not hear of a large quantity nor have they been above 40 or 50 
yards, deep water preventing them. 

(c) On other shaft which has been at the vein but could not sink deep in it for water. 

(d) At (d) the West side appears to the day and vein soyl for some breadth in it. 

There is a great swamp or Brack about 60 yards long at (d) and also from (f) upwards to (a) 
which seems to be occasioned by the sides forming a vein which swamps being a random 
suppose them to make the Shakersdale vein or veins. 

It’s probable if the vein carried on that pipes may be discovered which always run cross to the 
Rake Randums. (See the full page with diagram below) 


We found the gentlemen at Winster &c., and the Barmaster of both that and Winsley Liberty 
very willing to give the Company encouragement, we entertained them and the Parson at 
Dinner when and in the evening over a bowl of punch & many good wishes were uttered and 
went round for the Company’s success. 
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And what we cannot omit is we think Jethro Norman as fit a person, and as well qualified, to 
serve the Company as could have been pitched upon in all the country being a discrete, grave, 
knowing, and substantial man, of good character and esteem. 

It was with great difficulty we into and out of the Peak Country with the Coach the roads 
being so bad and unused by Coaches especially in such weather. 

From thence we proceeded towards Yorkshire, and procured an account of Stockton of all the 
markets of lead which come to that market their owners and mines from whence the several 
ores are got, which account is given to John Newton to get samples and make trials for silver, 
with more perfect account of the mines particularly of the Lord Barnard, and to give the Court 
his opinion with what he learns of the same. John Newton meeting us at Darlington, and the 
ways our health and time not admitting of a visit to the mines and workhouses in the North, 
nor to Scotland, we did the best we could by conference with him, about both the substance of 
which is as follows viz. 


It is John Newton and Charles Alsopp’s opinion that by giving about two shillings per week to 
one of the Refiners, who can build furnaces &c. as well as T Pattinson did his place may be 
very well supplied at present, and will also go to Scotland at suitable times. 

Shildon mine has raised a good quantity of ore this winter viz. about four hundred Bing, and is 
like to be much increased with a little more charge at the gins, that ore hold generally 15 
ounces of silver per Ton of lead. 

Blagill is thought to have cut Thorngill vein and has got about two hundred Bing of ore this 
quarter at 11s per Bing but as there was danger of others working and taking the forefield at 
Thorngill John Newton has kept it private till he had got a Tack of one, and is promised a Tack 
of another, which he soon expects, by which he will secure them or any other veins he shall 
meet with in their driving; he thinks there is no place or places in all Aldstone more likely as 
that work is. 

Priorsdale liberty is wrought in the following places viz. 

Clargill Head (which is the rich lead in silver 35 ounces per Ton) is more promising than of 
late and has three veins, which they are of opinion will come together, they are driving in 
order to it by a cross cut. 

Newtine Green is worked upon lease at seventh duty. 

Oldtine Green at twenty two shillings per Bing clear of all charges, the cutting ore at 
seventeen shillings. 

Covertfold at a seventh duty and the Company has besides three eighths of the works. 

At Windebrea, where the Company has got about one thousand Bings of ore, a level carrying 
up, he expects may reach the ore left at the forefield this Summer, and then also the Great Flat 
may be tried. 

Gudamgill Moss mine where the Company have got one quarter, John Newton hopes to get 
another quarter from a partner not able to pay his share charge of the level carrying up and that 
at reasonable rate, Ridley gave sixty pounds for one sixteenth they had ore at their forefield, 
when they left off for water the ore they got at 5s per Bing, it’s believed it will go near 12 
months before the level will be brought up. 

Now that the Company’s own ore and what Charles Alsopp has bought, and is still to procure, 
there will be in all probability a good supply for the smelters and refiners this year. 

We gave John Newton strict orders to make a strict enquiry into Lord Hopton’s mines and to 
know his terms and to report the same to the Court. 

Likewise to discourse and settle matters as far as he could with people, who have purchased 
the Duke of Queensberry’s quarter part and what he does, to advise the Court. 

After we had done the necessary with him we returned to London where we arrived the 27th 
May. 

Ordered 

And finding by the said report that the Company works are in so prosperous and further 
promising condition and that Trelogan alone will near support 20/- per share half yearly, 
besides the many other good works possessed by the Company together with the profits of 
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smelting ore, fineing bought ore &c. they are unanimously of opinion to divide 20/- per share 
at Midsummer next.

The Governor & Company for Smelting Lead with Pitcoal and Seacoal, for obviating Disputes 
about Penalties, forfeited grounds, and errors in accounting and for the ascertaining unanimity 
in carrying on the mines and works at Wanlockhead by equality of interest. 


That we shall on our part Communicate to the Company the Prolongation of lease which we 
have obtained for a further term of fifteen years, together with all the other benefits and 
advantages of our lease or contract, shall acquit and discharge the Company of all forfeiture 
and Penalties made and incurred or supposed to be made and incurred, and shall approve all 
preceding accounts betwixt his Grace the Duke of Queensbury and the Company Except the 
account about smelting his Grace’s fourth & seventh shares of lead ore. 

That the Company on their part shall assign and make over to us another fourth share of the 
mines and works at Wanlockhead, and shall become subject and liable in equal proportion 
with us to all the conditions and obligations to which we are bound by our contract with his 
Grace the Duke of Queensbery, particularly as to the obligation of rendering a sixth part 
instead of a seventh part in the name of farm or Tack duty and of Paying on the first day of 
August next the sum of one hundred and fifty pounds.

Therefore are willing to enter into measures that may be found just and 
reasonable not that they are conscious they have incurred any penalty, forfeited any mine at 
Wanlockhead or ground within half a mile of the mines in working there or that they have 
committed any errors in accounts but to answer all those good ends mentioned do agree. 

That Robert Wightman and James Douglas shall communicate to and invest the said Company 
with the prolongation of the lease they have obtained from the Duke of Queensbery for fifteen 
years, together with all other benefits and advantages of the said lease and contract, shall 
acquit and discharge the Company of all forfeitures & penalties made or incurred or supposed 
to be made or incurred, and shall approve all Preceding accounts betwixt the Duke of 
Queensbery and the said Company (except the account of the charge of smelting the Dukes 
seventh & fourth shares of lead ore) and shall pay unto the Duke one hundred and fifty pounds 
on the first of August next, & lastly to adjust the manner of proceeding in the said works to the 
satisfaction of the said Company that is in the following manner or to the same effect Viz. 


And for the regular and harmonious carrying on & working the said mines, by a joint interest, 
a joint advantage and a joint consent tis mutually covenanted and agreed by and between the 
parties’. 


That each party may have an agent at said mines defrayed by each party, those agents shall 
concur in letting all bargains and in approving the performances there of and be present and 
approving at the paying for the same, which pays shall be made as often as shall be found 
needful, and each party obliges themselves to furnish each there agent with moneys for the 
same from time to time and all times during the continuance of the said concern. 

And in case the agents shall differ in opinion about carrying on the said mines, making of pays 
for the same, or in anything relating to the procedure in the said premises. The said agents 
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shall agree in stating the fact in writing & signing the same sending one to each party, who 
shall commune with one another about it, by letter or otherwise in the most friendly manner 
showing their opinions and reasons for doing or not doing the thing in debate; till the matter is 
accommodated and adjusted to a mutual satisfaction. 

Likewise tis further agreed by and between the said party’s for the better preventing any 
disputes that at every pay or other proper time at which they shall notify to the Duke to receive 
his sixth share of ore, as farm each party or their agent shall receive their equal shares or 
moiety of the remainder, and which receipts shall be deemed a full & sufficient discharge from 
that demand or further enquiry of each party, unless made within ten days after the said 
division. 

Also that each party or agent shall keep books of the same tenured recording the bargains and 
pays made and all other transactions relating to the mines, and exact entries of the times of 
making the divisions of the ore, to the Duke and each party with the quantity each party has 
received and of every other matter and thing transacted by them relating to the premises. 


That the Company on their part shall transfer to Robert Wightman and James Douglas one

Wightman & James Douglas are bound by their contract with the Duke of Queensbery 
particularly as to the obligation of rendering one sixth part instead of a seventh part in the 
name of Farm or Tack Duty. 


And it is mutually agreed between all the said party’s that in case either side take any new 
grant or grants from the Duke of Queensbury or the Lord Hopton’s Liberty, that in such case 
either side should have the refusal of half thereof, paying and promising one half of the 
charges and obligations the other party is bound to perform, giving on each side six months 
notice.

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be done in so great a liberty, there are two Cupola upon it for smelting he says, and some very 
desirous to deal with the Company.

The Liberty’s are under Mineral Laws of great antiquity somewhat like those in Derbyshire 
but more favourable those of Charter House, Esq Gore lent to Thomas Barker to Copy and we 
procured one also of another Lordship called Chaton. Charterhouse is but 8 or 9 miles from 
Bristol and lies well for supply of timber which is plenty in the neighbourhood, and there is a 
very great likelihood of coal by a pit sunk by Esq Gores father which would be a very great 
commodity in those parts and turn to a great account. 

That there is great quantity’s of mines undiscovered in those Liberty’s is not to be questioned, 
but whether the Company will think fit to purchase the mineral Lordship of Charter House 
which is a tenth of all ore or be adventurers in common. According to the Mineral Laws 
thereof, is what deserves Mature deliberation. 

The Charge of this enquiry is £15 1s 6d.

Copy of Anthony Barkers Letter 

I am very thankful to providence I can at the end of this year send the Court an account of 
their works and of more valuable prospects for their increase then could perhaps could ever be 
done at any one time since I was concerned for them and do hope the Company will believe 
nothing in our power shall be wanting to make them fully answer their expectations. 

I find there has been brought from Trelogan hither since Midsummer last above 920 tons of 
round and small ore and do not doubt but the next operation paper will make it evident, and 
there is only the bank sufficient to make that up above a thousand. We have sunk down in 
several places under the level, are glad to find the ore keeps the breadth as far as we have sunk 
and more solid than above, we have it at the very east forefield near a yard thick but do expect 
it will naturally run on the dip till we come to the rise in ground nearer Mr Parry, which 
however hope shall find means to work it. 

The ore at the shaft the Gentlemen went down sets very well in the depth as we sink and have 
a firm rib at the top of the hill in fresh ground a foot thick, which seems to set strong and in a 
more direct line to the great work than any wrought towards W. heretofore which we take to 
be the master vein and are at work on Sir G Moystons Acton Partnership as near the random of 
it as we could at present set or venture on Sir Thomas Longville’s Liberty about 100 yards S 
of Trelogan which is very hopeful having a vein near a yard wide of Spar mixt with fine ore in 
it, are Sinking a Straight Shaft to come on the Vein, that is hading when I hope shall be able to 
make a Sufficient Tryal of it, and to Give An Account may be to Satisfaction. 

Bindigry is also a hadeing Vein but have a Large Straight Shaft sunk Upon it, and though it 
was Late in the year before it could be finished and the Extreme rains happening, yet have 
above Ten Tons of ore upon the Bank there and shall I hope be able to begin Early to Proceed 
in the spring. 

The Windmill field has a large vein near a yard wide and ore in it above half a yard 
Thick, its at present troubled with water but stands as Convenient as can be Wished to bring 
up a short level in the range of that vein, and its very Probable it would Discover several other 
Veins in Bringing it up may as the Season Advances Write for Leave to set about Driving a 
Level which I Cannot but think would be very Advantageous; there is about 15 Tuns ore on 
the Bank. We get ore on Sir G, Moystons Liberty’s on the Grange at two Places; one is a new 
vein where we came to Ore at 8 yards a few weeks Since and find it to Sink Down very well, 
hope shall in a Little time have Occasion to say more of it Capt. Pennants and Peny forth 
Newith Braford Rake &c. The Swallow at The old Rake has been overpowered with Water has 
hindered us Getting good ore there in Severall Places. 

We have a very hopeful! Work at west end of ppwlldor having a firm rib of ore near a foot 
thick and a Large Liberty of fresh ground at Each end of it. 

At the East end of the said Rake near the end of those 20 Meers fresh Ground Towards Mr, 
William Gate has Discovered a Large Vein with ore in it above half a yard wide at some yards 
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South of the vein. We were before in it; Sets very well back, towards the works westward and 
have made very Vigorous Application to Sir Richard to enlarge the Company's Liberty’s as far 
as Mr Wms Lower Gate and that, what the Company have Discovered with their money may 
not be taken from them nor sett to an other.

Sir John Areskine’s (Erskine) silver mine is towards Sterling, called Alva, wrought a little by 
him, but being forfeited by his joining with the Pretender; the Government had it viewed and 
tried by the order of the Prince, when Regent. The report to the Lord of the Treasury we saw, 
which was very rich in several trials made before the officers of the Mint in Scotland and 
signed by them about which time Sir John got his pardon at the request of The Czar whose 
Phisiton (sic) was a near relation of Sir John and so is vested to his Estate again, but being 
impoverished by these things he has wrought but little since & has been persuaded by his 
friends to lease it to some able undertaking; several have attempted to take them but hitherto 
without success, either Sir John not liking the persons or the persons his terms or some other 
impediment however tis thought if Sir John liked the undertakers he would alter his terms and 
would let the whole liberty, which is above 2 miles long and above one mile broad, in which 
several trials have been made, and a pretty deal of rich ore got, but it seams not a great deal 
wrought, the soil being pretty hard and some water affecting some parts of the works.; by Sir 
John’s letter there are several veins of different breadth with smaller & larger ribs of ore which 
are expected to grow stronger in the depths. The veins being full of Spar & mine soil. 

The custom in Scotland is 1/10 of all Gold & Silver to the Crown. but its believed if it were 
found worth while might be compounded for on easier terms, by the interest could be made in 
the matter. 

The Gentlemen who Sir John has corresponded with in this affair is one Campbell living in the 
Pall Mall. 

He seems desirous to promote an agreement between the Company and Sir John rather than 
with any others that have applied about it, and was very cautious of saying anything but what 
Sir John himself has written, whose letters we read and he gave leave to take such of them as 
we thought fit and some samples of the rich ore, Promising to return them, he believes Sir 
John to be a man of great honour and far for desiring any body should be imposed on or hurt 
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in the affairs of his mines; and therefore believes he would give a time of trial before he has 
any fine paid him. This Gentleman’s health called him to Tunbridge, so have seen him but 
once. 


These Samples of ore seem to be as rich as any of the reports have made them; since the very 
Silver is plentifully visible in them. The rep[ort being read, it was unanimously agreed that a 
draft of a lease be immediately prepared from Sir John Areskine to the Company for his whole 
liberty of the mines in the hills of Alva and that Mr Campbell be consulted therein, and then 
laid before this Court for their approbation. 


Ordered. That the Deputy Governor, Dr Wright & Mr Creed or any 2 of them do attend Mr 
Campbell at Tunbridge and adjust the said draft and obtain his letter in favour of it to Sir John 
Areskine. 


The History of Parliament (“Member Biographies, Ref Volumes 1690-1715, Author D. W. 
Hayton, Crown copyright and The History of Parliament Trust 1964-2012”) gives the following 
information 


The key to his rehabilitation was the large deposit of silver ore he had found on his estate 
some four years earlier, and which he had until 1715 mined in secret, with the help of a 
servant, and one or two of his ‘poorer tenants’. The servant, the only member of the workforce 
who had understood what it was that they were digging, informed the government of the 
existence of the mine. Immediately various friends and relations, most notably John Haldane, 
began to try and exploit the situation to wheedle a pardon for Erskine, provided that he made 
a full discovery of the whereabouts and extent of the mine, the incentive for the King being the 
share in the profits which according to Scottish law would fall to the crown. ... Eventually a 
kinsman, Sir Harry Stirling, was dispatched to the Continent with a firm offer of a pardon, 
which Erskine accepted because of lack of funds and the demands of creditors.

Report of the visitation to the Company’s works. 

We left London on Friday the 5th July and got to Winster on Wednesday the 10th in the 
evening, having on our way called at Mr Morleys who has a house with convenience of water 
for smelting &c. and was one of the places viewed by Jethro Norman. The next day we spent 
in viewing the Companys several Adventures as follows. 


At the Level; from the Bowling green went down the forefield shaft from whence they have 
driven about 50 fathom, and is about 100 fathom from the Sough mouth, and wants only 4 
fathoms of Crossing Delf Vein the driving is about West inclining to the South went down 
Knockin Small shaft & past on in a drift to the Great Shaft about 40 fathoms, and on to the 
forefield 15 fathoms more, where they now get some small quantity of ore daily, but is poor, 
they design driving forward at the forefield and sinking at the Old Man’s shaft this Summer, in 
order to make a full trial, the work men have great hopes from the breadth of the vein, and 
many signs of strength as appears in it, that it will make you a very good work. 
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Went after to Cetters Langtor, which is dry, and ore got upon bargain at 16s per load being 
about 3 loads per tun a load being a dish, each load about 6 cwt 2 qr. 


Clerke Langtor watered but being now near dry, design to bare the Oldman’s forefield which 
will be about a weeks work, the old man says he left ore in but dipping. 


Longtar Yate is nothing done at being watered, Greenpitts have bared the Old Man but being 
come to water in this dry season think cannot have sunk deep. 


Primes Grove stands still being a great trial has been made & nothing encouraging can be 
found. 


Watering Close is a very likely trial have seven shafts on it on 4 several veins, is down 20 
fathoms and in a promising vein. 


On Friday the 12th we set forward, but had great difficulty to get again into the Road, the 
straight and stony way being very dangerous for a coach and fatiguing for horses and our 
selves. On Wednesday the 17th we got to Newcastle in the morning, we rested the remainder 
of that day and the 18th, being very handsomely entertained by Alderman Ray & Mr Coulson 
and other Gentlemen there & had a handsome invitation to dine with the Mayor. 


Friday the 19th we set forward and came to Edinburgh on Tuesday the 23rd where we were 
welcomed by Mr Campbell of London, Sir John Areskine and his brother Mr Charles 
Areskine, Mr Campbell of Menzie and several other Gentlemen friends of Sir John as also by 
Robert Wightman, Mr George Irwing & Mr Drummond one of their partners & a 
Commissioner of the Custom House, after we dined with Sir John Areskine who entertained 
us then and the next day very handsomely —and delivered to us the lease executed by him to 
the Company. 


Thursday the 25th we dined with Mr Wightman & supped with Mr Campbell of Menzie, 
Friday the 26th we dined with Mr Provost Campbell one of the Members of Parliament a very 
civil gentleman & friend to Sir John, & in the afternoon with Sir John Areskine. 


We set out for Hoptoun house by invitation from the Earl where we lay and were entertained 
very kindly and in an extreme handsome manner. The next morning we had a pretty deal of 
discourse with his Lordship concerning his mines and Liberties and he is very willing the 
Company should be adventurous with him, on any reasonable terms and ordered his steward 
George Sherriff should attend us at Lead Hills that we might view his works & Liberties 
which we did accordingly. 


Saturday the 27th we parted from Lord Hoptoun and went with Sir John Areskine to his own 
house, being on our way at Sterling Complimented with Burgess Ticketts. 

John Newton & Abraham Watson who met us at Edinburgh attended us to the Lord Hoptoun, 
and to Sir John’s, Sunday the 28th we had a great deal of discourse with Sir John the whole 
day being spent in his house, on Monday the 29th & 30th we went to view the Silver mines. 


Gold Vein is driven in a strait drift about 20 fathoms North driven at about 6s per fathom, a 
pretty wide vein consisting of black blue & white soil, with Spar like that of the Silver vein & 
specks of ore in it now and then. 


Donnalls vein is a fair vein with very ponderous spar in colour near that of the Silver vein, and 
not above 20 fathom from it Westward, a shaft sunk about 7 yards and driven north about 16 
fathoms some sparks of ore now and then a cross cut now making at the forefield from whence 
to sink for air. 


Silver Vein, sunk about a fathom in the sump, driven 8 fathoms in the lower forefield north, at 
the first driving there was spar and soil and specks of ore, but latterley more barren of all 
those, 5 fathom under the level driven a double drift in quest of the vein south from the level 
mouth and made a cross cut in all about 7 or 8 fathom, nothing appearing and the rock so very 
hard, they made a hush which has made a discovery of the vein at some more distance Viz 
about 30 fathoms, where have set on men to sink at present is pretty soft. 
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Driven a said drift in the level with the sump head about 5 yards in softness, which is most 
promising for soil &c. but as the upper & lower drifts are driven about it 12 fathoms further 
makes the middle on the less necessary but its continued, because there are sparkes of ores in 
it as they drive. 


The Upper Drift in the Silver vein is driven 5 fathoms in hard rock where appears several 
things in the Top of the vein but be scattered and barren, not thought worth pursuing & 
impression in quest of the vein is made in 4 several places in the burn north from Sir John’s 
workings, where the vein is found barren and hard in each trial except Hill Burn foot where is 
sunk and driven about 12 fathoms the vein appearing pretty fair with spar and small sparks of 
ore, the spar and soil much like that where rich ore was gotten though at 150 fathoms distance, 
north, the vein is discovered about 20 fathoms further north than Hillburn foot, where the 
bottom of the burn has been cleared so as to gain about 3 yards height of the vein running into 
the rising ground above. In driving the Level vein East they have cut a vein which they call 
the Smithy vein running North, as the Silver vein, and about 30 fathoms distant from it, East in 
soil much like the other veins, so that there are now working a vein on each side the Silver 
vein running the same course with it one to the other about 30 fathom distance, besides the 
Gold vein, which lies yet further West. 

We were entertained by Sir John very handsomely and in a very friendly manner, he is an 
ingenious gentleman & so well satisfied and pleased with the Company’s proceedings with 
respect to his mines, and there is no doubt of making a fresh agreement with him for his mines 
if the present subsisting bargain should not be proceeded on at expiration of time of trial, and 
believe he will come up to London himself, if there should be occasion to make a fresh 
agreement, he in a manner promised as much & looks upon himself obliged to do, as the 
Company have performed so handsomely, all that was expected on their part.

We then proceeded to examine into all the parts of Husbandry that Thomas Barker had carried 
on for the convenience of the works and which he desired to be eased, it being an 
encumbrance upon him who had so many other branches of the concern to take care of & 
required his attendance & finding this article of greater extent & necessity than we were 
before appraised of we caused a very strict estimate to be made of it to which referr, with this

We set out from London on Monday 12th May 1729 and on Saturday following the 17th in the 
evening reached Gadlis having had a good pleasant journey the road in general being tolerably 
good. 

The Monday following we particularly viewed the Cupola or workhouse which are all in very 
good order and repair the Country not being quite so honest as formerly they are building a 
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brick wall behind the workhouse to enclose a yard for securing the coals. But we observe the 
Lease has only about 15 years to come, and considering the great value of the buildings 
erected and other improvements made its our opinion a renewal should be endeavoured at 
which we desired Mr Barker to sound our Landlord Mr Hughes about and write the Company 
what he says. Our stay at Gadlis was till Friday the 30th May the fore part of which time we 
were fully employed in considering with Abraham Watson and James Griffiths (whom we 
found at Gadlis) 

The Irish affair at the Silver Mines which we cannot better give an account of than by 
transcribing Abraham Watson's report to us which is as follows: 


Gadlis May 20th 1729 

Kind Masters 

In three weeks observation in inspecting affairs in and about the Silver Mines, it appears that 
frugal management has been much wanting R Spencer's weak temper and incapacity to keep 
accounts gave self seeking folks, especially William Gilstrap, opportunity not only to get into 
the knowledge but even direction of all affairs, which in course of his way of keeping a 
tippling house brought the workers to high rates for want of fair and equal encouragement to 
workmen without respect. William Barkers endeavour to alter these measures and lower rates 
seems to have been craftily evaded and made ineffectual by Gilstrap's party, and Spencer's not 
joining with him which he ought quickly to have laid before the Company according to his 
brothers advice, the neglect of this and going into unnecessary alterations about the Smelting 
house gave them strength to oppose everything he did or proposed, except the improvement he 
made in the shot making. As to the mines in general I am persuaded by careful conduct they 
may turn to good account: though the soles, so far as can be seen, appears much short of what 
has been said of them, the Level is now in favourable ground and goes well on by the 3 shifts 
at 17/6 per fathom, hope and reasonable time and charge will bring it up to drain the vein 
effectually. In the meantime (according to the enclosed proposals) to avoid further 
unnecessary charges, I thought fit to alter their management and turn off all wage work, except 
two timbermen to keep the works in repair, all the rest of the miners being upwards of 80, are 
employed in raising ore, to be delivered in lead at several rates from eight to ten pounds per 
tun, that lead unrefined one part with another at the smelting house is well worth £20 per tun. 
The smith's work, is now worked by two instead of four formerly employed, building is also 
laid off, and the charges of shot and sheet lead making too, till further consideration. Gilstrap 
upon trial proves a skilful refiner of the lead of the work, but in everything else (for the 
reasons above) undeserving any employment. agreeable to alterations in the management 
instructions are left with R Spencer to proceed, and the enclosed in the meantime submitted to 
your consideration for the future carrying on the works with less expense and to better 
purpose. Its plain that if this management had been according to what I see in Thomas 
Barkers reported directions they had been much in the same method in mining herein 
proposed.

As there seems to be an easy way to free the work folks from dear farming by taking at 
reasonable rates in the neighbourhood, thought fit not to dispute that with the Colonel 
choosing rather to keep smooth with him who in his capacity may be assisting and serviceable 
to your affairs in that country. 


Seeing Joseph Sidebotham has much imposed on you several wages, makes it needful to think 
of another (viz. Samuel Watson Merchant in Dublin, a man of stock and character who will 
supply at a half percent instead of 2 percent paid Joseph Sidebotham and will sell your lead at 
common commission which will save you at least 10 percent in sales of lead of what has by 
dealing with Joseph Sidebotham. 
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NB The level is brought up about 271 fathom on a straight line above ground but is much 
more in length following their course of driving under it now wants of Sams shaft about 175 
fathoms, but may reach the vein at about 140 fathom driving. They drive at present near 31/2 
fathom per week. 


So suppose for rock to be met with in their course of driving 40 fathoms at 60s per day is £120 
at | fathom per week 40 weeks. 

Suppose more favourable ground in their course of driving 135 fathoms at 20s per day £135 at 
31/2 per week 40 weeks. Suppose sinking shaft at 100: at lowest supposition of charge and 
time in workmanship £355: and weeks 80. 

The said level will gain below the jumble about 16 fathoms. 


Proposals for regulating the management of the Silver Mines April 30 1729 that every 
workman, according to his merit, without respect to any be equally encouraged at reasonable 
rates per Tun or per fathom and that all be obliged to make good and answer the value of work 
tools delivered to them by number or weight, in order to prevent waste. 


That wage work be avoided as much as possible and that R Spencer take in and keep an exact 
account of all wage work, metals, materials and things at Mines, smelting and refining, 
himself till further advised. 

That every part of the mines underground and the wastes above that can be wrought per tun be 
set and kept to works and dead work shunned except the low level, which for haste ought to be 
pushed vigorously day and night. 

That the smith's deliver no new work tools to any without the agents order who are to keep a 
just account of the same. 

That the old Mill be reformed and turned to a smelting hearth in the East end and a refinery in 
the West end, both wrought by the same waterpower. 

That William Barkers Air Furnace stand, as it now is in the new repaired house for smelting 
the Blew ore. 

That the North end of the said new repaired house and the loft over the sheet lead house and 
all other spare room be turned to storehouses for turf. 

That the Low Mill house continue mill and smithy, as it now is till further considered. 

That all buildings in and about the mills and refining be entirely superseded, how soon the old 
mill is reformed. 

That sheet lead and shot making be entirely left off till the company be apprised of the great 
loss and abuse they have suffered thereby and give suitable instructions how to guard against 
the like in time to come. 

That the two refiners go on jointly to work of the stock of lead on hand, to be seasonably ready 
for the market, every operation to answer the Assay. 

That all common labourers be first paid what’s due to them from the Bargainers before the 
said Bargainers take off their money, in order to maintain justice and prevent clamour. 

Mr Griffiths well approved of the account given by Abraham Watson and of the orders he left 
an on Tuesday the 20th he left us to return home. Mr Thomas Barker though much out of 
order by his late indisposition with the sore throat and gout attended us to the several mines 
and Abraham Watson continuing with us we got him to go down several as particularly 
Maeslygan, Trelogan, and the new trials in Sir Roger Mostyns Liberty, Pant y pwl Dwr, Moel 
y Crio, Old Rake and Silver Rake, the most just and perfect account of the state of the mines 
under Mr Barkers care we cannot better represent than by his reporting of them to us which 
was as follows. Abraham Watson was down those mines against which is Abraham Watson 
and read and approved the following reports of them. Viz. 


Abraham Watson. 


Maeslygan is now 100 yards deep and yet have all the reason in the world to believe it only 
wants depth to show its richness (what we have now got and are now getting being only from 
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the upper level of the great vein above us in Hughes and Mr Wynn lands) it has been very hard 
and its hardness is occasioned by the great cover of rock. It has gained by its Dip though for 
the depth, which the said upper level has carried, the ore has been strong. How this upper 
level may prove further Eastward, and therefore more on the Dip, cannot be determined? As 
to the lower level to our great disappointment the water at present hinders us from working it 
but by what we have seen viz. the great shack just at the top of it and full below if deading 
between the upper and lower setts the said shack and deading and the kind soil and calamine 
plainly show that it is the same vein as Hughes. In our soles we just came to a Ribb of ore a 
foot thick which offered to mend being plumb on the Sun side and hading to the North on the 
North side which gives us reason to believe we were just cutting into the strong, Bellies of 
which Hughes field has afforded so many that they have already weighed off £79,690 worth of 
ore as by the Stewards account on the other side. 


And as our vein at Soles is a very strong and large one we cannot but expect it will prove 
extraordinarily good in less than 20 yards sinking. This when the water falls that shall be done 
and may hope this Summer will be sufficient to convince us that it is of the same family with 
the great works. We are at a loss what to say further of it after so many disappointments ever 
since it was begun.

Sir Richard Grosvenor Leases 

Abraham Watson 

Silver Rake, We have tried the vein 60 yards deep but it has not proved well. Are now trying 
the flat about 15 yards to the North of the vein which is 25 yards deep to the rock but the rock 
rises fast to the North so as to be but 15 yards from the surface where the rock lies flat and 
here we have very fine flat ore. This is let from Ladyday to Midsummer at £3 per Tun and 
believe they will raise 10 Tuns this quarter though they are much straightened for wind and 
their ways very inconvenient. We design to have a shaft down against Midsummer that no 
time may be lost and doubt not shall raise more ore there next quarter and at a much less rate. 


Abraham Watson 

Llwyn Cwm came to the vein at 22 yards deep, its 2 yards wide and we have sunk about 3 
yards within the 2 firm sides and have fine lumps of ore and kindly soils but it is a very heavy 
work and sorely watered but very well worth a vigorous trial, as soon as the water goes off. 


Pant y Pwll Dwr near 3 years ago was let a bargain of 4 meers on this rake at £3 per Tun for 
the first 50 Tuns and 55s for all the ore afterwards during our term and obliged the bargainers 
in consideration of the said rate to sink an engine pit 60 yards deep at their own expense and to 
carry a level from the bottom of it through the 4 meers and that we should have liberty of the 
shaft and level for carrying on the work at each end of the said 4 Meers. This dead work 
bargainers punctually completed about 3 months ago: have since been working under level 
and there is now very good bouse work in driving out at the bottom of 2 of their sumps and in 
another sump which is the deepest there is a solid Rib of ore 1/2 yard thick. To the west of the 
4 meers have driven from the engine foot 20 yards and at 12 yards from the engine sunk about 
12 yards plumb and in a vein a yard wide both sides very firm have ore about a foot thick. 
The rest of the vein being kindly soil and spar. But this work and the 4 meers require that the 
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engine shaft should be sunk at least 12 yards deeper as well for bettering their wind as drawing 
their water. 


On the East end of the 4 meers at 60 yards deep have fine ore 6 or 7 inches thick which stands 
hard but as we are under the old man and as in the 4 meers have such good ore which 
considering the rising of the ground East, is 20 below the ore we have here. We hope in 
sinking the said 20 yards the ore will mend and the vein widen and be softer and yield well in 
sinking. 


At the East end of this rake on the fall of the mountain East to the enclosures the vein has been 
shattered to pieces by prodigious shacks we have however raised well of ore in several of its 
strings have now 2 bargains in two strings at £3 10s each and within 3 weeks past have raised 
near 2 Tuns at 14 yards deep in sinking a shaft 69 yards in a new string which is 6 inches thick 
and expect still another string to the North which they are raising very good at, in the 
enclosure below us. 


On the whole we do apprehend this rake is very valuable and that it will in all probability turn 
out a great deal more than 1000 Tuns of ore. But our misfortune is that our present lease 
expires in June 1731. 


Pen y Ffordd Newyddd have just set a bargain to get ore in 2 meers or ground at 40s per Tun 
or if hard at 45s. 


Abraham Watson 

Old Rake. We have 2 bargains at 50s per tun each on the flat which has proved a very rich 
one, and still raises very well of ore and will probably continue so to do for a considerable 
time. How long cannot fix flats being very uncertain, have raised here from Ladyday 1728 to 
December 1729 about 260 Tuns. 


On the West end have lately set a bargain for one year at £3 per Tun for first 20 Tuns and 40s 
per Tun afterwards. The bargainers being obliged to sink a shaft. There is also another 
bargain at the East End at £3 just set on. 


Abraham Watson 

Moel y crio. Whether this be a rake or a pipe is yet uncertain though have wrought it several 
years the swallows which are very frequent in this work occasion this uncertainty at present it 
rather seems a rake having ore 10 inches thick in the east forefield setting rake way. This ore 
is set at 35s per Tun. 

At which rate have another bargain at a higher level on as good ore as the nose of a swallow 
about 25 yards to the south, have a skreen which is let at £3 10s per Tun. How this will hold 
in, we cannot say, but we are sure its now as likely to produce as it was at Ladyday 1728 this 
yielded 270 Tuns of ore from that time to Ladyday past. 


Sir Pyers Mostyns Lease 

Holway. On the north side of our old workings there is discovered in the highway a very large 
vein near 8 foot wide which points directly on us and within 8 yards of our hedge at 38 yards 
deep besides this vein they have also on the highway 2 strings still more north from whence 
we have hopes that the old vein, viz Partridges vein for the discovery of which the company 
about 16 years ago laid out a great deal of money, lies on the north side of our old workings 
The ore in the highway some places was a foot thick sticking to the sun side, the rest of the 
vein spar and calamine like the said old vein. It also dips east as the other veins do: in our 
ground this vein proves lidded with a very hard and thick rock have therefore obtained leave to 
drive from the highway in this vein to try our ground which hope shall be able to do at a 
moderate charge and in a short time and yet the Calamine we raise will be a good help towards 
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the expense. How the water will prove we know not fear badly or else should allow this the 
likeliest trial the company have. We set one bargain in a hard skrin in the old works at 50s or 
if a hard bargain at 55s which we hope will raise 5 or 6 Tuns this Summer it being too much 
watered to work at in the Winter. 


Grange. Set a bargain at Ladyday to pick a Skrin till Michaelmas at £3 10s per Tun from 
which have but slender expectations have raised a little more than a Tun. 


Thomas Ellis & Sons Leases 

At about 15 yards deep had some fine piece of ore and spar are now about 40 yards and have 
Chirts which hade to the sun and may we hope form a sun side in sinking, but are afraid shall 
be overpowered with water. 


Sir Roger Mostyns Lease 

Abraham Watson 

Pentre Ffynnon. A new trial sunk 18 yards to the rock in driving about 1 yard we came to a 
vein about 3/4 a yard wide has 2 firm sides in which have sunk 3 yards and have very likely 
spar and loose Chirts but no ore as yet however we believe it a very hopeful trial. 


Bwlch. Another new trial about 200 yards west of the former sunk 28 yards deep directly on a 
vein but not settled, the rocks on each side our shaft appear strong at the day and yet our 
sinking proved very favourable and we have black Jack which is an attendant on ore at 
Trelogan (which is not half a mile west of this place) and several other good veins in the 
country so believe this also is a very hopeful trial. 


Bryndigree. A work very sore watered but in very dry Summers may be wrought at £3 per 
Tun and the charges of setting it to work are about £20 to draw the dead water. 


Carreg alias Windmill Field. Is also watered and only workable in Summers. We are about at 
the top of the vein and got about 8 Tun of very fine ore which lay in loose lumps and left good 
lumps in the soles which deserve a vigorous trial as soon as the water leaves them. 


On the West end of Partridges Grant have a great deal of Calamine but the farm not yet settled 
with Sir Roger being by lease to pay £1 Is 6d per Tun for lead ore, £2 3s for Copper ore and 
so in proportion for any metal or mineral of a greater or less value. 


The profits from Michaelmas 1728 to Ladyday 1729 amounts to £620 15s 14d at Prestatin. 
Ore produced 225 tons 6 cwt 


Abraham Watson 

We have hopes according to present appearance that we shall hold near to this produce at 
Trelogan till the level is at the vein the reason of our taking these 2 Quarters only is because 
our working the vein for near a year before was hindered by a breach in the upper level. If this 
shale we now have holds in, which there is reason to expect, we believe shall reach the bearing 
rock in 4 years time and this work which maybe about 500 yards we believe will be done for 
£2000 - when the level reaches the rock we hope to cut the main vein and that the level will be 
brought up from thence to the great works above the engine to great profit and when there may 
reasonable expect for many years will turn out about £5,000 per annum. 


If the shale should unexpectedly cut out the rock or quick sand come in the circumstances in 


such cases are so many and so different that we cannot tell what longer time or what greater 
expenses may be required. 
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At a mile Westward at a place called Vownog (or Walwen) in the same grant we have a string 
wrought and the ore made merchantable at £5 per Tun the 2 workmen just get wages by it and 
the company a little profit but cannot expect this will hold long. 


When the gentlemen of the company were here in August 1725 (J Barker) I discoursed them 
fully about the depth level at Trelogan when they were on the spot and was ordered to prepare 
for it as soon as I could get hands being very scarce and sickly we did not set on it till All 
Saints 1725 or thereabouts. 


From November 1, 1725 to this 28 day of May 1729 Yards 
notwithstanding Several disappointments unexpected 

we have driven about 420 
From our present forefield to the place where we expect the 

vein rock is 570 
From thence to the engine shaft which we hope will be all the 

way in the vein 200 
The whole length of the level from the mouth to the engine 

shaft now at Trelogan 1190 


Llanfrothen alias Lady Owens & Sons Lease in Merionethshire 

On the face of a rock ore appeared 3 fingers thick quite cutting through the grain of the stone 
and yet the range seem regular as a vein in this manner it had been wrought in 3 holes 7 or 8 
yards deep when I took it which was sore watered, there was also a plain break as of a large 
vein for 600 yards length and the old hillocks seemed to have very good waste in them about 
300 yards east on lower ground there was a plain appearance of a vein soft and dead except 2 
or 3 pieces of ore. The reason for taking it was that all the ore appeared to break so strong 
through the rock and there being such a plain break of a vein for so great a length it might 
prove the pride of a great vein under it which tis thought was lidded by the solid rock and the 
plain appearance of a vein so near it increased our hopes. We have several times had fine 
strings of ore running always in the rock and lately came to a plain Scrinny Cross but the 
whole work is very hard and has not yet answered expectations. The farm is very encouraging 
but if in a little more trial it does not mend we shall not think proper to carry it on any farther. 
The other soft vein west tried several yards within the rock and its twitcht out. 


Shropshire - Sir John Astleys and all on the common called Neither Heath. 

This is a very large Lordship and 3 pretty good veins have been discovered, in the 
neighbourhood, which 2 are within half a mile of our Grant and point into it. We have trencht 
a great deal for the discovery of those veins cross the randoms of them but have not yet been 
able to pick either of them but have discovered several very large strong veins of heavy spar 
(of which we sent up to London) and one string of ore at which got 5 tun or 6 tun weight and 
then it proving hard and wet we left it off. There were three or four other veins near this but 
found they did not prove kindly in the hills and therefore traced them into. 


St John Astley’s Lease of Enclosed Lands at Neither Heath. 

And here in sinking 10 yards and driving 3 yards cross came to a very fine rib of ore lying in 
shale from 2 to 6 inches thick. We also by trenching discovered several other leaders and all 
of them carried some piece of ore have now on the bank from those leaders between 7 and 8 
Tuns, but all that side of the hill being full of water an in many other respects very like the 
greatest of the veins this way called Penely (out of which alone within a year past they have 
raised between 2 and 300 Tuns and which is now very good). We have thought proper to 
begin a level which in 340 yards of the length will gain 50 yards and make a full effectual trial 
of all these fine strings and of others we expect to meet with in the bottom before we reach the 
range of these. 

Thomas Barker takes this to be a very hopeful trial and believes this level will be shale and 
nowhere hard till vein come in. 
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Mr Hugh Jones’s Lease at Weston. 

On the very top of a hill a little more than 100 yards from our boundaries and directly pointing 
on us last Summer was discovered a very likely vein at the surface which was 1/2 a yard wide 
and had 2 fine sides when T Barker was over about this lease. The partners on the Common 
(whose names he thinks are Moore, Roe, and Blackmore) had sunk but 10 yards and driven 
about 10 and then had raised 5 Tuns of ore and they had also at that time on the back of the 
hill which falls faster than the side towards us, discovered a leader of the same vein in the 
bottom which he thought very encouraging and therefore took his grant. We have picked 2 or 
3 veins by trenching here, but being watered have set on a short level which in 40 yard lengths 
will gain 12 yards and this we hope will be sufficient to take off the day water to make trial of 
the vein discovered. We have driven 30 yards of this 40 already so hope this Summer may 
complete the trial here. 

The partners on the Common land sunk their work about 5 yards deeper and have raised at 
least 12 Tuns more but the ore cutting out, though the vein holds from a foot to 1/2 yard wide 
all filled with vein soil and very likely they at present let it stand which is a misfortune to us. 


Calamine 

As to the Calamine article for which W Wimpew was lately sent down from London he finds 
it not so good as was expected and has not picked six Tuns at Trelogan where T Barker hoped 
for several 100 Tuns because Barrow (Partridges man) and others have often endeavoured to 
take this Calamine from him. We cannot say are well satisfied that no more can be saved 
there however as the farm of the calamine on Sir Rogers Mostyns Lease (which being the 
same vein as Partridge’s is allowed to be very good) cannot yet be settled. T Barker took care 
he should see the other mines of the country and as he found very good on my Lord Plymouths 
Estate about 3 or 4 miles beyond Trelogan he T Barker has obtained a lease thereof at 10/- per 
Tun (which is the lowest any is set at this way) T Wimpew is now working there and says it 
will answer very well and yield several 100 Tuns of very good Calamine. 


The Coalworks. 

We also viewed the company's coalworks, which Mr Barker gave the following account: 

The new coalwork on the new grant from Thomas Messham is very strong and a very good 
coal. Abraham Watson was down it and thinks its very valuable. Have reason to expect if it 
continues as it at present appears that it will save the company near £2000 in 5 or 6 years time. 
Besides this in Mr Lloyds land Mr Messhams old grant and Mr Pattons we hope may have 
between 5 or 6000 Tuns of coals to get on the rise of the coals and above the level so that (As 
we shall then let our engine stand) believe Farm and all expense will very little exceed 2/6d 
per Tun and worse coal (which the other smelters are supplied with) at greater distance from 
our workhouse would stand us in 7s per Tun at the Pit and the differences in the carriage from 
our own pits to what the carriage would cost us from this other coalworks may be from 2/- to 
4/- per Tun more in our favour. 


We desired Mr Barker his account currently with the company from Christmas 1724 but found 
it was not perfected. He promises to send the same up by Michaelmas next. His excuse to us 
was that he was extremely troubled that the old accounts are not yet balanced the greatest 
neglect first happened that year Mr Hopes several leases were taken which he presumes the 
court are satisfied took up a great deal of his time as did also the extraordinary case of those 
works occasioned by the unexpected disappointments ever since. He hath also had a great 
many journeys and a great deal of sickness. All these and the necessary care of managing all 
the rest of the concern quite put it out of his power to mind anything of the money which he 
therefore entirely trusted to Anthony who has been very negligent of putting it down in the 
proper books which now give us a great deal more trouble to set it to rights then would have 
first have done it. Though till Mr Blondel showed him neither he, Anthony Barker, Thomas 
Barker were capable of doing it after the manner of Merchant Accounts. Anthony has nothing 
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to allege in excuse but that on the change of the workhouse clerks and particularly the death of 
John Sharp the workhouse accounts were wholly on him as they have also been ever since Mr 
Blondel came hither till very lately his Brother William assisted in them that besides Thomas 
Barker was sick or abroad. 


He was also much hindered so could not forward those old neglected accounts so as to have 
any balance ready at this time, but having picked out and examined the Ore and Lead accounts 
and got several other articles forwards and his Brother William helping in the care of the 
workhouse they are fully determined to make an absolute balance if it please god they live by 
Michaelmas next. They are heartily sorry and humbly beg the Companys pardon that they are 
not now done but hope no damage will happen to them because they expect the balance will 
be considerably in their favour not having received money for several parcels of ore delivered 
the company from their own works as the present state of the workhouse accounts and the 
mines and coalworks as methodised by Mr Blondel he hopes it is to the company's 
satisfaction. We looked into the accounts kept by Mr Blondel 


By Lady Day 1728 by which it appears the profits at the workhouse 


to Lady Day 1729 was £4479 16s 8%4d 
The profits of the mines excepting some expenses on trial 

for the said time appears to have been £1213 7s 9%d 
per annum Total £5693 4s 644d 


And for the succeeding year we hope by the account above of the mines a much larger profit 
may be expected. And considering the continued advance on the price of Lead we think there 
is no room to doubt but the profit of the workhouse will for the ensuing year be much 
increased. 

We fully discoursed Abraham Watson concerning he company's affairs under his care and 
management in the North of England and Scotland and by his information it appears that they 
have been for some years past very expensive on account of erecting engines, clearing 
waygates, sinking shafts etc. But he thinks now they may be expected to turn out to very good 
advantage and gave us the following estimate of what he expects they will be capable of 
raising for one year from the Ist May 1728 to the 1st May 1729.

And this further comfort he adds that that thinks them like to prove lasting good works and 


more likely to improve then grow worse and therefore thinks it well worth the company’s 
while to become purchasers of the Royalty of Blanchland which he does think will be dear at 


the price given to the Government being £6,700, and the sooner anything is done in such 
purchase he apprehends the better by reason what makes Mr Ware inclinable to sell is as he 


imagines the disappointments he has met which on account of the works while bring into their 


present order having turned out little to him for duty. 


Whereas when he shall come to reap the benefit of future duties now the works are in order he 


expects he will not be so easily dealt with. His opinion is that the value of the duty ore and 
lead will be to Mr Ware from £400 to £800 per annum and thinks the mines may last ages. 
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On Thursday the 29th May, we had the usual visits of several gentlemen of the country who 
all heartily wish the Company success in their several undertakings, expressing a great esteem 
for them on account of their experienced benefit and the country in general, and all expressed 
a great friendship for Mr Barker’s family and in particular a good opinion of Mr Thomas 
Barker’s integrity and understanding in the business he is employed in by the company, at 
which time Mr Barker being much concerned on account of the scandalous reflections made 
on him by John Heylin some time since clerk at Gadlis workhouse (who likewise spoke very 
abusively of the company) which Mr James Griffiths told him of when there with us being (as 
to Thomas Barker) to this purpose viz that the works which he Mr Barker calls his own ought 
to belong to, and were designed and taken for the company &c. 


And the ore he delivers from those works to the company is not worth above 40s per Tun 
which he charges £7 at least to the company for it seems the said Heylin now lives in the 
neighbourhood of Mr Griffiths, but as Mr James Griffiths informed us has a very mean 
character in so much that scarce any of the neighbourhood will converse with him. On 
inquiring into this matter (for which we had very little time) what we were informed was: 


That the profitable works of which Thomas Barker has share, are Coeddu and Rhydymwyn 
(both in one partnership) and Llynhir and Quitraforth. Besides these he has shares in Tallyma 
1/6 Quainy glace 1/4 Pant y Pwll Dwr 1/8 Cohitford 1/8 and Crecaer about 1/3 Cornellwyd 1/2. 
But these last we are assured are dead ventures. 


As to Coeddu and Rhydymwyn, the partners are Nehe Griffiths Esq., Mr Jonathan Robinson 
and Thomas Marker and his brother and sisters in right of this father, Mr Nehem Griffiths was 
with us at Gadlis and particularly remembered. 


The negotiating of the lease with a great many circumstances and does not question by that Mr 
Wynn of Tower a neighbour of his who advised the letting of the lease to Thomas Barker in 
his private capacity remembers the same being with him at Gadlis about it and by the 
execution of the lease and especially that his mother before the execution asked Thomas 
Barker whether he designed this lease for his own account for they would have nothing to do 
with any strangers whatsoever and that Thomas Barker directly answered he intended it on his 
own account and that her son and Mr Jonathan Robinson were to be partners with him. 


Mr Griffiths also remembers that Thomas Barker having sold Mrs Key of Holywell while the 
lease was drawing she might have a quarter with him that his mother absolutely refused to sign 
unless Thomas Barker engaged to keep above half the lease in his own hands and that 
thereupon Thomas Barker did engage accordingly but desired Mr Griffith to write a line to 
satisfy Mrs Key that he could not comply with his promise to her which Mr Griffith 
remembers what he writ was to that effect, and told us he would if required make Affidavit, 
that from the beginning to this time he never heard one word of the company mentioned as 
having any concern in the work, but that he all along believed the right of it to be in Thomas 
Barker and his family only and that he supposes had the company been anyways concerned he 
should have heard of it, the works being dead and on great expense about six years. Copy of 
the paper above mentioned. 


This may certify whom it may concern that before the executing of the lease of lead mines at 
Coeddn to Mr Barker it was expressly agreed that he was to keep in his own hands above the 
one half of works to the end the sole management of the same might be in him, as witness my 
hand for my self and mother. Neh Griffith 


As to Llynhir Mr John Wynn who was also with us a Gadlis remembers that his uncle Mr 


William Hughes gave him 1/8 of it about 14 years ago which he held in partnership with Mr 
Patton, Mr Gerrard Parker and Thomas Barker and some others that his uncle told him several 
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times that it was Thomas Barker’s own venture as a young beginner and he thought that Mr 
John Wynn continued his share in it about 4 years in all which time it did nothing at all but he 
all along believed it to be Thomas Barker’s own and heard the same from the rest of the 
partners that then he being advised by John Powell who had before sold 1/12 to Thomas 
Barker which John Wynn knew very well Thomas Barker bought to be equally divided 
between him and his friends Paul Patton and Gerard Parker to sell out his 1/8. Also he 
discoursed Thomas Barker about it and Thomas Barker the work being very poor offered 
either to buy or sell and desired J Wynn to put a price which he did and Thomas Barker gave 
him £10 for it and told him he designed it if it came to profit for his sister Anne and from the 
beginning of this time Mr Wynn declared he never heard one word of the company being at all 
concerned in it. 


As to Quitraford, Mr John Wynn knows it to be next field to Mount Egree in which Thomas 
Edwards of Brinford Esq. his uncle William Hughes and Anthony Barkers Snr had each 1/3 
which mount John Wynn very well knows to be wrought by the said Anthony Barker on his 
own account as well from his uncle as from Mr Edwards but this is wrought out and he also 
knows that as to Quitraford Mr Edwards set it to Anthony Barker on his own private account 
and when it came to profit after several years hard trial Anthony Barker gave this Mr Wynn 
£10 per annum to look after it and told him it was entirely his own and he would not have the 
Companys affairs suffer by any one of their agents looking after it. 

As to the 1/8 at Whitford, Mr John Wynn has been agent from the beginning knows very will 
Thomas Barker would have taken the whole grant for the company but that Capt Pennant and 
several other Gentlemen were resolved to venture themselves and out of friendship offered 
Thomas Barker 1/8 if he would take it on his own private account and Mr John Wynn was by 
then Thomas Barker told the Gentlemen he would go 1/8 with them, and Mr Wynn told us that 
to the best of his knowledge or what he had heard Thomas Barker had never called at the work 
above 6 or 8 times from the beginning which was above 4 years ago. 


Mr John Wynn also knows as agent to Mr Edwards that the ore which comes from Thomas 
Barker’s works is as well dressed and taken care of as any ore whatsoever. That he has often 
heard Thomas Barker’s partners complain that he did not give as much as they could have 
from the other smelters and that Thomas Barker was always the last in raising the price of Esq. 
Edwards and other ore which JW has sold. 


Mr Thomas Patton who was also with us at Gadlis and is father to Mr Paul Patton told us as to 
Llynhir that he knew very well, Thomas Barkers shares was on his own account and that his 
son was brought in to the venture there as well on account of the ancient friendship between 
the fathers as the friendship between Paul Patton and Thomas Barker at school he also 
remembers the buying of the shares from John Powell and that his son Paul had is 1/3 of the 
said share. 


Mr Jonathan Robinson was sick at Chester. 

Mr Paul Patton was lame, Mr Gerrard Parker in Staffordshire, Esq. Edwards of Brinford sick 
or else should have heard them but Thomas Barker offers and desires he may be allowed to get 
their letters or affidavits to be sent the company for their further satisfaction. 


Thomas Barker also desires the company will order the letters to be looked over and is willing 
to loss any of the work if any account has ever been sent of them as ventures of the Companys 
and shall think in such case he deserves the severest usage from them. 


We after saw Mr Robinson at Chester whose account of this matter was agreeable with what 
was give by the other gentlemen. 

We returned to Chester on Friday the 30th May in the evening and there according to 
appointment met Sir Thomas Standish and his son having with us Mr Lloyd the attorney

employed in negotiating what has passed betwixt us and Sir Thomas. That evening and all 
Saturday was spent in conversing with them, we sometimes agreeing, sometimes differing. Sir 
Thomas being under difficulties and disappointments for want of £1,000, some since proposed 
to be lent him on his and his son’s personal security which we told him we were ready to 
advance in case a valid and sufficient lease of the mines was executed to the company as it 
was proposed in such case and not otherwise. He much desired the company would 
themselves advance or procure some friend of theirs to advance £4,000 for the taking up his 
mother Mrs Turner’s mortgage and paying off the other encumbrances by Decree in Chancery 
on his estate that he might thereby be enabled to grant an effectual lease to the company, 
which we did not give him any expectation of only told him the writings should be looked into 
and an answer quickly given whether the company would serve him or no as to that matter. 
But we more advised him and his son to endeavour to persuade Mrs Turner to join in the 
execution of the lease to the company as that would be the shortest and likeliest way of 
settling with them, that the works might go on, which we under the present uncertainty 
thought ought to be stopped by paying of the workmen viz those having been already 
expended (as near as we could learn) about £150, which with what more may be laid out if a 
lease be not obtained we apprehend will likely be lost as well as the expenses of journey, 
attorneys etc. But the issue of all our converse on this affair was that Sir Thomas and his son 
would go immediately over to Mrs Turner to try if they could prevail on her to join in the lease 
and in three weeks from the Wednesday following or less, the company should hear from him 
what could be done and that if they did not then approve of proceeding he should be content 
with the Companys discharging the men, or would himself pay the expense after. 


Mr Barker and Mr Watson’s sentiments about this Sir Thomas Standish Libertys, Mines &c. 
happen to be different which renders it the more difficult for us to determine what to do. Mr 
Barker’s account is as by his letter of the 6th June came to hand since we was there, viz: 


My thoughts of Sir Thomas Standish’s Mines by all the accounts I could hear, there is ore 4 
inch thick one place with another for 120 yards in length at least and 12 yards in depth in one 
vein which if but half true will turn out 400 Tuns of ore and all this ground may be cut out at 
£3 per Tun of lead to the reports in another vein. The miner Abraham Watson talked to offers 
to raise from 20 Tuns to 30, of lead at £3 per Tun. Tis very plain by the hillocks that the veins 
have been large and kindly for and turn out a great deal of ore. The whole expense of bringing 
water to the wheel and driving the gates to unwater these 2 veins and putting the work in order 
would not as Abraham Watson and we computed exceed £200. 

I had my information from all Sir Thomas’s miners separate and together drunk and sober 
which on the whole agreed with what was told me by one, I more depended on, who was no 
friend of Sir Thomas and had worked for me in Flintshire which I thought was a good 
evidence as could have in such a case, for the proof I cannot answer.

Abraham Watson’s account. Sir Thomas Standish his lead mine in Lancashire seems not to be 
very productive veins lying in disadvantageous ground for level and has been wrought by a 
Bob Engine so far as in its present condition it could command the water in some places as I 
am told, low in the bearing rock for about 120 yards in length now left dead at both ends and 
watered in the soles, when I was on the spot made me think that all the ore talked of in the 
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soles would do little more than defray charges of repairing the Engine and bringing in day 
water to move it with all and work out the ore to the bottom of the rock which seems to be 
joined to a shale below, in which little or no ore can be expected for how deep no one can tell, 
which will be chargeable to try where the rising water is great and the day water scarce to 
work an engine with such certainty as is necessary to make an effectual trial in the deeps. 
Although workmen are cheap in that part of the Country yet considering the nature of these 
mines in every respect they look to be no tempting venture even if the lease could be had 
securely at the fifth duty without the loan of money.

While we were at Chester Mr Barker read a letter from Jethro Norman with the following 
account. That the Sough at Delfe was very hard and not through the Black Stone under which 
he has great reason to believe we shall have good ore; Watering Close went on well with their 
driving and about a week before came to a thin Wabord Clay an inch thick under which they 
had some small piece of ore and the soil much kinder which gives him hopes of finding 
something better Ere long. 

The Court ordered their thanks to the Gentlemen for their great trouble and pains taken in the 
viewing their works and for their report made as above to this Court and the treasurer 
reporting he had disbursed and expended on account of their journey £95. 

Ordered he do repay himself the same out of this Company cash and that he have credit 
accordingly in his account with the Company.

Your Court of Assistants have thought it proper and reasonable to call this general Court to lay 
before you the following state of your affairs. 

We acquaint you that since Christmas last the lead trade has not been so quick as formerly, by 
which means, there is at this time a considerable stock of lead lying at your several works, 
which stock will daily increase unless there be greater demand than at present. 

And several of your most promising and valuable works have for some years past, been very 
expensive, particularly the Silver mines in Ireland, the several mines in the North of England 
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and your three great works in Wales, Viz Maeslygan, Trelogan, and Llangynog, upon all 
which, there has been laid out a very large sum of money, which tis not doubted but the work 
will amply repay. But though the prospects be never so promising yet from the nature of 
mining, its impossible to ascertain the success and therefore its uncertain what time or what 
further expense may be required fully to perfect them, but after a visitation of the works, by 
some of the members of the Company this Summer, which we think highly necessary a better 
judgment may be formed. 

We further acquaint you that the balance of cash in your treasurers hands including the silver 
now in London is £11,140 13s 11d. 

And that the value of your stock in Lead, Lead Ore, Silver and Good Debt at your several 
works in Wales and the North of England by the late Account received from your Agents, 
Thomas Barker and Abraham Watson is estimated at £12,465 14s 434d. Besides these 
particulars, you are likewise possessed of leases of several Lead mines, Coal works, Smelting 
and Refining Works, and other buildings, which we account as a Dead Stock, but they are of 
every great value such as from the nature of them cannot well be estimated. 

There now remains 400 shares in the right of the Company being part of the 3,000 mentioned 
in the minute of the last General Court read to you the rest of them having been sold for the 
use and service of the Company. 

The accounts read from your agents in Wales and in the North of England, who have been 
particularly directed, to give us the most perfect estimate of the annual profits to be expected 
(that they are capable of making and the nature of the business admits of) from your several 
works under their care, is, as follows. Mr Thomas Barker your agent in Wales says that. 

At Maeslygan we did not sink above 5 yards after the gentlemen were down last year, and it 
was, but at last of all in one sump, that it began to show it self strong and that sump being sunk 
but three quarters of a yard in strong ore and having before met with several disappointments 
of the ores cutting out sooner, than expected I can by no means as certain such profits from it. 
We must all allow it likelier now, than we have seen it, but as I told Mr Maples in Town, we 
are got so little into it, that it can only be called a trial.

Trelogan Value, when our Deep level is completed by the East End proving so strong, and as 
the ore dips very little that way, we have the greater encouragement from it and may very well 
put down Smelting included full Farm £8,000 provided, ore holds its present price, this is the 
very least may be expected from it for several years, how many I dare not ascertain, we shall I 
hope know before Michaelmas what Trelogan will do while the level is coming up. 

Pant y Pwll Dwr including smelting which I reckon at 10s per Tun and that is sufficient as ---- 
go at present will I believe turn out this year viz. to Midsummer next £1,500. 

Old Rake as a flat will not admit of much certainly, as I told the Gentlemen here last time, 
however, hope including the smelting to Midsummer next may turn out £1,000. 

Llangynog I cannot tell whether our share will be £1,00 to Midsummer next, because have 3 
shafts to sink and workhouse to build for smelting, but yet it offers so well, that it may clear 
that and pay all the expenses, and hope afterwards we shall gain by it at least per annum 
according to the Courts calculation £2,000. 

I fear taking all our works together the gains of some won’t clear the rest, but this I cannot 
now make any guess at, being very much out of order with Gouty pains and Sore Throat. 
Profits by Smelting bought ore to Midsummer about£1,500 

The total per annum £15,000 

Mr Abraham Watson your agent in the North says that according to the best observation I can 
make by this and last weeks view of the present state of your works in this part, I do think in 
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all likelihood, they will yield at least £1,500 neat profit in 12 months, even suppose 
Wanlockhead produce little or nothing till, we get through the Twitch in Strait Step Vein. And 
there is good reason to expect the Silver mines in Ireland will for the future afford very 
considerable profit, the ore of those mines being very rich in silver. 

The Low Level there not being finished we have no estimate from thence, but the agent of 
those works having occasion to come into the North of England, upon his own private affairs 
has been ordered there, to meet such of the Company as may visit their works this Summer 
and is directed fully to inspect the works, under his care and consider of and make the perfect 
estimate he can, of the annual profits to be expected from thence.

Company have business and we would recommend it to you, to appoint a fourth out of this 
General Court. 

Your Court of Assistants can with great satisfaction assure you that they have to the utmost of

Our Agent Anthony Barker per his letter of the 23rd past says that at Llangynog the ore in the 
new vein is at one place a full 2 feet thick in three and half yards sinking and at another place, 
about ten yards distant from it, the ore is 10 inches and only three quarters of a yard in depth 
and the vein is one and half yard wide in both. 

He also writes to us that in the Dukes works within 13 yards of our Hedge in a sump they arte 
sinking there, the ore is full 2 yards solid and in the drift within half a yard of our hedge, the 
ore is about 4 foot. 

And since above we received from him per letter of the 30th past the welcome news of 
pricking the coal in our colliery, and that they find it to be as strong and good, as any we ever 
had being 5% foot thick & at present attended by little water. 


And of the same date from Derbyshire we received from our chief agent Thomas Barker the 
following account. 
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I hereby congratulate the Court on there greatness of Langunnog discovery which I doubt not 
will be very valuable for many years. 

I have also good account of Panty Pwllder and Old Rake and it is also very pleasing to me that 
the Shaft at Trelogan Deep Level mentioned in the report page (50) which has all this summer 
given us so much trouble is now perfected so shall now go on fast again with the forefield. 


The Secretary, Gentlemen If you please has something further to read to you relating to the 
approaching dividend at Xmas, by order of the Court of Assistants. 

The Court of Assistants apprehending that the Court may expect to have something said 
concerning a dividend at the approaching Christmas, do acquaint you that the several accounts 
ordered from the Company Agents, being not yet received your Court of Assistants have not 
taken the matter under their consideration. 


And for this further reason that tis their intention to have another General Court to consider of 
the matter. However they do acquaint you that they are well satisfied there will be money 
sufficient in the Treasurers hands to make the same dividend as at Midsummer last, but they 
cannot think it proper to come to any resolution before the receipt of the said accounts; for by 
them your Court of Assistants will be able to make a better judgement of the state of the 
Company’s affairs.

The Report of the Committee of Enquiry 

Gentlemen 

The present Governor and almost all the Assistants being but lately elected into that station 
(Therefore can be no ways chargeable with anything formerly transacted) are much concerned 
that the management of your affairs heretofore has not been so much for the Company’s 
interest and advantage as could have been wished, to remedy which. The present Court have 
taken such effectual care and put your books &c. into so regular a method that they think it 
almost impossible for such miscarriage to be for the future. 


We also thought it proper at this time to lay before you the present state of your several mines 
as the same have appeared to us by the Accounts we have received from our several agents. 


In Ireland the works have cost a very large sum of money, but are now in so promising a 
condition that they will not only defray their own expenses but yield profit. 

There is a level carrying on there to drain the water which we hope will be finished in three 
years at furthest and will then render that work very profitable (by the judgement of all the 
agents and miners, we have from time to time employed in managing and surveying it) for 
besides the lead it will produce, some of the ore is very rich in silver. 
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In Wales we are at present agreed with the Derbyshire gentlemen who work a mine at Pentre 
adjoining to ours of Maeslygan and in consequence of that agreement we are actually at work 
to draw the water to come at the ore which we have hitherto been successful the water having 
fallen between 30 and 40 yards which about three fourths of the whole. And though the labour 
at present is expensive it will we are well assured, by the judgement of all our agents 
sufficiently recompense our charge, hoping in a little time to be raising ore there. This work 
has cost upwards of ten thousand pounds and for these two years past has lain unwrought as to 
profit upon account of a difference with the above mentioned gentlemen. 

Your mine at Trelogan which has produced formerly a large quantity of ore is at present 
drowned with the great increase of water that is come into it, at this mine you have had a low 
level carrying up for some years past which will not be finished under two or three years more. 
But it is reputed one of the greatest works in Britain, we were unwilling to stand still so long 
and have therefore agreed for a fire engine to be erected at that place which is now actually 
preparing for draining that mine, that we may partake of visible riches thereof. 

We are now at work on a new mine called Llang y nog which produces a great deal more ore 
than we could well expect, and by the frequent accounts we have read tis a very valuable 
work. But the same being forty miles distant from our workhouse at Gadlis, we are 
considering of erecting a smelting house upon the spot, to reduce the ore into lead for sale. 
Your sundry other works in Wales are in various circumstances yielding at present but little 
profit. 


Your mines in the North of England and Scotland under the management of Abraham Watson, 
have for several years past been very expensive, but the difficulties they laboured under, are so 
far conquered that for the future they will yield a very reasonable profit. 


Upon the whole, we can assure you, we have a very promising appearance which we hope will 
in a while, fully answer the expectations of every member of this Corporation, no labour’s 
being spared, or probable methods left unemployed. 


Your present Court of Assistants have found so much difficulty and been obliged to take such 
pains to put the affairs of the Company into order they are at present in. That had they 
foreseen the same most if not all would gladly have declined that trust. But since they have 
taken it upon them they look upon themselves obliged to do what in them lies for promoting 
the Good & Interest of the Company.

The General Account of the Company’s affairs was read. 
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Gentlemen 

Your Court of Assistants have drawn up the present state & condition of the Company’s 
affairs, on purpose to give the Court the utmost satisfaction passible & to acquaint you with 
the reason why we declared no dividend at Midsummer last, nor since. We sent down three of 
our members last month to view our works in Derbyshire, and Wales, who are returned and 
report to us. That the prospects are sufficiently encouraging. But the charges have been and 
still are so heavy they render us unable to make any dividend out of our present profit. For in 
January last the old level at Trelogan fell in, which stopped all working there and cost near one 
thousand pounds before it could be cleared again. And there is now the fire engine, double 
low level, fresh shafts and other necessary works carrying on there, at a great expense, in order 
to work that mine effectually which we are well satisfied will pay us when completed with 
considerable advantage. 


We have been likewise under some difficulty at several other mines though not so large which 
we hope will be quickly over. At Llang y nog we had the 25th of last month about 800 Tons 
of ore in partnership with Esquire Myddelton, the landlord thereof; but it lies so far from our 
workhouse and all land carriage, that we are obliged in cooperation with Esquire Myddleton to 
be at the charge of erecting a new one at Benthal upon the River Severn, before we can make 
that ore into lead which both increases our expense and occasions that stock to lye dead upon 
our hands. 


We hope as soon as the fire engine is completed and got to work our smelting house &c. built, 
the furnaces in use and the men settled we shall be able to make a dividend half yearly. We 
have good reason to believe that six months will complete the several particulars above 
mentioned and that the Spring will give fresh vigour to your affairs and put them into a 
thriving condition. 


And further we assure you that after the strictest search into the present and former state of 
your works and accounts tis our firm opinion the Company affairs are now in much better 
condition than they have been for several years past. 


The report of the members visit to Derbyshire and Wales was read through. 

Gentlemen 

We set out from the Company’s House in Ingram Court on Thursday the 12th of August at six 
in the morning and reached Derbyshire 15th at five in the evening. The 16th we got to our 
agent Jethro Norman at Winster. 17th & 18th viewed the works there, where we found the 
miners had been working at the two shafts agreed to be sunk last year; Viz. first in Bank 
Pasture and the second between Clark’s and Sellers Long Tors. But by reason of the 
exceeding hardness of the rock they could not be perfected as was expected, but by the 
situation of the place & work already done together with an assurance of some ore & an 
expectation of a pretty deal when these shafts & some other drifts are perfected to air the 
works already in being. Abraham Watson our agent in the north and Thomas Barker as well 
as Jethro Norman were of opinion that if we should at present throw them up without 
completing the tryal we should detriment both our honour and interest according to the best 
rules of mining wherefore we ordered the prosecution to be as vigorous & expeditious as 
possible. 

Friday the 20th in the evening we reached Gadlis & viewed the Workhouse &c. The 21st 
went to Trelogan where Mr Foster, Mr Barker & Mr Watson went down a part of it called the 
Isle of Man, which is towards the West Forefield of the North string or vein, this work has 
been very hard & poor for many yards but at or near the forefield at 40 yards depth is much 
kinder & has good ore from 4 to 15 inches thick. When the workmen took the Bargain at 
Midsummer at £3 ton no ore in sight but they & we now get money by it. As this part of the 
vein is but lately come in can the less tell how much may be depended on it. Abraham Watson 
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likes it well & some ore is raised at several other shafts here from £3 to £3 10s but no great 
quantity being only picking stralches above the old level. 


The New level goes on well having driven 70 yards since the 12th March last it wants about 
430 yards of the Windmill (or fire engine) shaft. The new shaft in Quitiartien du is already 
sunk 50 yards & will be of very great service to us if we can get it low enough for the level 
which we expect here at about 70 yards deep. 


On our return to Gadlis we called at Garegg where we found about 12 tons of very fine ore on 
the Bank which Thomas Barker told us was got near the top of the vein at about 30 yards deep 
& the soil & symptoms in the opinion of Abraham Watson very likely. We are now sinking 
another shaft to unwater this & parallel vein. This field being full of water in winter has 
hitherto hindered our fully proving the likely tryals here. 


The Engine shaft was in gravel and watered much when we were there, but on Monday 
evening had account that the shale was come in at about 21 yards deep. 


We also called at Peny-Ball Lane mine (near Holywell) where we have been trying for the 
forefield of a vein which has proved well in your fields above us & were just come to a Shack 
& some Spar which hope will soon lead to the said vein. 


22nd We spent great part of the day in examining into the former account of Trelogan & found 
that in the years 1724, 1725, 1726 the net profits of that work (including smelting) amounted 
to near £8000 per annum and very largely for several years before. We also examined into 
Thomas Barker’s old unsettled accounts who had got ‘em into good forwardness & promised 
to bring them to London by Michaelmas next when he said he purposed to surrender his 
employment to the Court, pleading his ill state of health incapacitated him to act any longer in 
the station of the Company’s agent. 


23rd We went to Maeslygan where William Pardon and Mr Watson went down and found the 
ore in several places from 6 to 16 inches wide. But as the water falls but slowly in the soles, 
they can neither work nor raise ore so fast as was expected. Yet Abraham Watson is of 
opinion that the vein will be very good when got deeper into it. He having viewed the Pentre 
Partners adjoining work, observed the strong ore according to the dip of the vein is much 
under our present soles. 


From hence we went to Moel y gaen which has been sore watered over since last year. We are 
now got into the chirt & last week discovered a Swallow which we hope when cut into a little 
will take off our water charge & that we shall soon discover the vein & be raising ore at about 
AQs per ton. 


At a small distance we went to Moel y Crio where Mr Watson went down the Engine shaft 
which is 80 yards deep. Here we are come to a very kindly sticking in driving 8 yards east 
which hope will prove a leader to the vein. Our lowest soles eastward not being above 64 
yards deep this shaft will unwater them all. 


Here are several places will be wrought to good profit. One at a depth of about 50 yards we 
hope will turn out well at 30s per ton. In the east end of our workings have one Bargain at £3 
per ton above the water which is expected will this quarter raise about 8 tons. 


Hence we went to Old Rake where have 7 Bargains one which another at £3 per ton which 
may raise this quarter about 3 or 4 tons per week having some ore at all the several tryals. 
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Rawley’s Rake has turned out well of ore last quarter and this where we saw some very good 
ore at the Engine shaft & are told it will raise between 50 & 60 tons from this time to 
Michaelmas next about 50s per ton from nine such bargains. 


Hence we went to our Coal Work, which has raised a great quantity of coals this summer & 
from Lady Day to this time has cleared about £140. We are assured by Thomas Barker our 
coal is much better than what other smelters use & 2s per ton cheaper when delivered so that 
were the coals charged as we must have paid, had we bought them elsewhere the profit would 
have been considerably more. 


At our mine called Silver Rake we are sinking a shaft to make full trial of a kindly leader. At 
Tumaen are driving at about 30 yards deep for trial of the vein, have some lumps of ore in 
good soil. 

At Grangew Tenement do very little. 


Pwlltumpathog Llwynycasin & Cormelcae & Red Dog Penyfoddnwith & Holway stand. 


Maesvelin (a mine in partnership with Mr Wynne) proves hard & wet but Mr Wynnes Agent 
gives us hope twill fall on a string that appears in their ground. 


24th We went to Llang y nog of which Mr Abraham Watson upon his going down & through 
it says, tis now wrought near 20 yards deep from the top of that part of the vein next adjoining 
on the east to the Duke of Powis’s liberty & has produced very handsomely of ore for near 40 
yards in length the vein gradually dipping to the west & hading to the north, now at the 
deepness of about 56 yards from the surface, seems to narrow in the soles, but upon cutting 
cross to the north there appears the top of a fresh bed with firm ore, as also a north string 
setting downwards both which give expectation, that in a few yards more sinking to the 
Random of the Duke’s rich beds so very near & which apparently dip into the Company’s 
ground, the ore will hold much the same as that in the Duke’s Liberty, the vein being still 
made up of Spar, soil and other good appearances & even ore at present along the soles & 
north side, that have produced last quarter Account near 200 tons of ore, in their regular way 
of working that Groove, which they have in good mining order.

But since the last 
General Court declined coming to any resolutions on that head & many of the said Court 
express their jealousy’s & fears as if it might be made a stock jobbing business to serve the 
turn of particular persons we did not think it advisable to inter middle therein & the rather 
because it could not be done without taking upon credit a large sum of money which we were 
unwilling to do without the express directions of a General Court. 


As to the other affair, your present Governor, Deputy Governor & Assistants did at their last 
election subscribe a declaration purporting that they were possessed in their own right of the 
number of shares respectively required of them & have formed an order thereon which the 
Secretary will read to you. That no person shall hereafter be admitted as Governor, Deputy 
Governor, or Assistant until he shall first have subscribed such declaration. 


Gentlemen 

We did at the last Court give you some grounds to hope your affairs were to be brought again 
into a flourishing condition. It is with satisfaction we can now tell you that we were not 
mistaken your mines yielding so large a produce that we doubt not but we shall be able to 
make a dividend in a short time. 
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And what adds to our satisfaction is that tho we cannot undertake for things of such a nature 
yet we have a fair & promising prospect that we shall be able to continue it.

Your Court of Assistants have hitherto deferred the calling this General Court in hopes they 
should have been ready to have laid before you some of the affairs of consequence. But tho 
our utmost endeavours have not been wanting we have not been able as yet to accomplish 
them. And as the nature of them will not admit that they should be disclosed till they be 
finally concluded we must defer the same till the next General Court. 

At your last General Court you were pleased to order a Suit to be commenced and carried on 
against some members of a former Court of Assistants. Accordingly a Bill has been filed in 
the Court of Chancery against them. Subpoenas served upon them and Council retained on 
behalf of the Company but as yet no answer to the Bill is come in. 


There is another affair which we think proper to mention to you in relation to the Old 
Accounts of Mr Thomas Barker the Company’s Chief Agent at Gadlis. Those accounts have 
been carefully looked into and examined. And it appears that from Christmas 1724 to Lady 
Day 1728 they are still unsettled. Your Court of Assistants have no reason to suspect Mr 
Barkers integrity and believe the accounts are honestly stated; but relating to transactions so 
long before our time we think it not proper to pass them without your approbation and 
consent. And since Mr Barker’s ill state of health obliges him to quit the service of the 
Company he desires and we think it reasonable that he should have a general indemnification. 


Gentlemen 

You will naturally expect to receive some information of the state of your affairs. At present 
we can only assure you that they continue to answer the expectations formerly given you. 
And are in such thriving condition as will in our opinion be able to afford you a dividend at 
Lady Day next, if not prevented by some unforeseen accident. 

Two of the Court of Assistants have been deputed to visit your works in Wales & Derbyshire 
& upon their return made a report to us of their observations and proceedings. 

The above report was read to the General Court.

We have lately purchased at Limehouse a workhouse with sundry utensils for the smelting of 
White Lead which we hope will be of no small advantage to the Company and the rather 
because during any deadness of trade it will occasion a considerable consumption of your 
lead. 

The purchase of the said workhouse and the erection of the several fire engines in Wales and 
also the setting up a furnace and ore hearth in Derbyshire have put the Company to a very 
large expense.

The nature of your works and the great distance they 
lye one from another as well as from London renders it so tedious to get necessary accounts 
from them striking such a balance that your Court of Assistants have found it impracticable to 
do it oftener than once a year for which reason we have not been able to bring it down lower 
than Christmas last.

mentioned. 

And therefore let the defendant Gray as Executor of the said Doctor Wright stand 
charged with the said sums of £12,017 10s and £1,531. And he is to have an allowance 
thereof for such money arising by any subsequent sale or sales of the said Stock & 
Subscriptions or any of them as came to the use or benefit of the Plaintiffs the 
Company, and the same is to be deducted out of the said sums of £12,017 10s and 
£1,531. And let what shall appear to be due to the plaintiff on the balance be paid by 
the Defendant Gray out of the assets of the said Doctor Wright in a course of 
Administration. And if the Defendant Gray shall not admit assets then let him come to 
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an Account before the Master for the personal Estate of the said Doctor Wright come to 
his hands or to the hands of any other person by his order or for his use. 

And if what shall be found due to the said Plaintiff on the said Balance or any part 
thereof shall not be satisfied out of the Assets of the said Doctor Wright, then let the 
Master Enquire whether any and which of the said Governor, Deputy Governor, & 
Assistants (entered in the books to have been present at the respective Court of 
Assistants) dissented from the said orders for making the said allowances and let so 
much as shall not be satisfied out of the Assets of the said Doctor Wright be made good 
and paid to the Plaintiffs by such of them who shall not appear to have dissented as are 
dead, but such of the said Defendants as are Representatives of any of them are to 
Answer and pay the same only out of the Assets of their respective Testators or 
Intestates in a Course of Administration and if they shall not admit to Assets, then they 
are severally to come to an account before the Master for the personal Estates of their 
respective Testators or Intestates come to their hands or to the hands of any other person 
or persons by their or any of their order or for their or any of their use. 

And declare that the Court doth not think fit to direct any account of the Dividend 
received on the said Stocks and Subscriptions or on any Stock or Annuities allowed in 
lieu thereof in respect of the said Defendants not being charged with the interest on the 
said sums of £12,017 10s & £1,531. 

And for the better taking of the accounts aforesaid the Defendants are to be examined 
upon Interrogations and to produce all Books, Papers and Writings in their custody or 
power relating thereto upon oath before the Master as the Master shall direct and in 
taking the said account the Master to make all just allowance. 

And let the Plaintiff have their costs hitherto to be taxed by the Master out of the Assets 
of Doctor Wright and reserve the consideration of the costs of this suit from this time 
until after the Master shall have made his report. 

But in case Assets of Doctor Wright shall not be sufficient to answer the costs to this 
time over and above the Plaintiffs Demands, then reserve the consideration of the said

And the solicitor of the Mint having called again at the office the secretary showed him the 
charter, after reading of which the solicitor said he saw nothing therein that obliged the 
Company to send their silver to the Mint.

CAP. XXX. 
An Act to repeal the Statute made in, the Fifth Year of King Henry the Fourth against, the 
multiplying Gold and Silver. 


I. WHEREAS by a Statute made and enacted in the Parliament held in the fifth year of the 
reign of King Henry the Fourth, late King of England, it was, amongst other, Things, enacted 
in these Words, or to this effect, namely, "That none from thenceforth should use to multiply 
Gold or silver or use the craft of multiplication; and if any the same do, they should incur the 
pain of felony". And whereas since the making of the said statute, diverse persons have by 
their study, industry, and learning, arrived to great skill and perfection in the art of melting 
and refining metals, and otherwise improving them and their ores, which very much abound 
within the realm), and extracting gold and silver out of the same; but dare not exercise their 
said skill within this realm, for fear of falling under the penalty of the said statute, but exercise 
the said art in foreign parts, to the great loss and detriment of this realm. 

II. Be it therefore enacted by the King’s and Queen’s most excellent Majesties, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, That from henceforth the aforesaid branch, article, or sentence, 
contained in the said act, and every word, matter, and thing, contained in the said branch or 
sentence, shall be repealed, annulled, revoked, and for ever made void; any thing in the said 
Act to the contrary in any wise whatsoever notwithstanding. 

III. Provided always, and be it enacted by the authority aforesaid, That all the gold and silver 
that shall be extracted by the aforesaid act of melting and refining of metals, and otherwise 
improving of them and their ores, as before set forth be from henceforth employed for no other 
use or uses whatsoever, but for the increase of monies; and that the place hereby appointed 
for the disposal thereof, shall be their Majesties Mint within the Tower of London; at which 
place they are to receive the full and true values for their gold and silver so extracted from 
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time to time, according to the assay and fineness thereof and so for any greater or lesser 
weight: And that none of that metal of gold and silver, so refined and extracted, be permitted 
to be used or disposed of in any other place or places within their Majesties Kingdoms and 
Dominions. 

IV. Provided also, and be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That no mine of 
copper, tin, iron, or lead, shall hereafter be adjudged, or taken to be a royal mine, although 
gold and silver may be extracted out of the same.

It is further the opinion of this Committee that as Placket Sough is pursuing so it would be 
proper to enter into articles of Composition with the proprietors of Portaway mine therefore 
they apprehend it would be proper for the Court to direct Mr Smith to apply to them. 

There has been some correspondence about the Portaway Composition and they have hinted at 
some clause that is in the Placket articles that this Committee refer to the Court, whether the 
Proprietors of Portaway should not be desired to prepare a draft of articles of Composition be 
sent to the Court that they may be compared with the Placket articles and then the Court to 
determine whether they will agree to the terms required by the Portaway Proprietors. 
Millclose according to George Ridley’s report a Sough is now taking forward to the South 
which may unwater several veins deeper than they ever have been worked, the forefield is 
short of a vein 30 yards which he hopes will alter it considerably for the better. He refers to a 
plan of operations which Mr Tweedale has approved which is to drive a Sough from Cowly 
Sough towards the forefield of Millclose being about 460 yards which might cost 30/- per yard 
exclusive of sinking shafts which will be proportioned to the distance as they want air. 

Your Committee submit to the Court whether it may not be proper to enter upon that operation 
considering the opinion of miners that there are prospects of raising ore at Millclose and if the 
Company do not pursue effectual operation, there are persons as they are informed who would 
take up the working of said mine.

Your committee of mines upon examining the sales of lead and bargains let, observe that in 
1785 lead sold from £15 17s 6d to £16 5s per fother and bargains let 25s, 26s, and 27s per 
Bing. In 1787 lead sold for £19 and £20 per fother, the bargains they let for 28s and 30s per 
Bing. 
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It appears that in 1785 some of these bargains were let by Robert Stagg previous to the 
appointment of Thomas Dodd after the discharge of Robert Percival. In the year 1788 (very 
unexpectedly) lead rose to the astonishing price of £23 per fother, then the miners took 
advantages and rose the bargains to 35s, 38s, and 40s per Bing in the years 1789 and 1790. 
The lead market has considerably fallen from £17 and £16. Though your agents had not 
lowered the bargains in proportion for 35s and 30s. Thomas Dodd has had some consideration 
at the fallen state of the lead market by lowering the bargains since Ladyday 1793 about 3s per 
Bing, he has not nearly reduced the bargains to the same as they were in the years 1785 and 
1786, when lead sold at the same prices nearly as this year £16 10s. 

It may be justly observed by the Court that this ought to be done, but we fear that there will be 
some difficulty in accomplishing that object, though it is the duty of the Court to attempt it, 
but it is worth considering whether the Company’s should strain it a shade upon the eve of 
perhaps a severe winter. We recommend the Court to acquaint their Agent Thomas Dodd of 
the above statement and bargains let in the year 1785 and 1786 ordering him at the same time 
to lower them as near as possible to the present state of the lead market, to make himself 
acquainted and inform the Court at what price Blackett’s and other considerable mining 
adventurers in the county let their bargains at this time. 

We have considered Thomas Dodd’s station as your chief mining Agent to do justice to him, 
must employ the greatest part of his time and much the most intensive concerns of the 
Company under his care in the Moor and as Robert Stagg is competent to all your concerns in 
Durham and Yorkshire and has more time to spare, we recommend the Court to put under his 
care all the mines in Weardale and order all the ore sent to Egglestone mill. 

Thomas Dodd in his letter of the 19th October says the Court promised him an equivalent for 
horses that the former agents used to employ. We do not recollect such a promise, but we 
think that about the time Thomas Dodd applied to the Court for a consideration they gave him 
increase of salary and a considerable gratuity. 

We hope the Court will continue discountenance such emoluments to their agents as horses 
which were formerly found prejudicial to the Company. We think their salaries are ample to 
their employment, if at any future period it is necessary to reward them for extraordinary 
services we recommend it to be done by gratuity.

Thomas Dodd represented that some of the mines in Teesdale were promising and trials were 
making in others which were likely to do good that the prospects upon the whole were too 
flattering to be abandoned, that Egglestone Mill was confined to smelting ore from those 
mines. 

Thomas Dodd said the Tynebottom prospects were good the level was nearly finished when he 
expected a considerable quantity of ore to be raised. 

An Engine there being useless Thomas Dodd recommended it being made into a Corn mill and 
let if it would be useful to the neighbourhood and he thought it might be done for about fifty 
pounds. The Court approved the measure but directed Thomas Dodd to have an estimate of 
the expense, the amount of which they must know before they could finally determine.

They make 
monthly advances to the miners to pay wages and at the conclusion of the year balance the 
account. 

Thomas Dodd having represented to the Court the distressed state of the country for want of 
Corn ordered that Thomas Dodd be empowered to lay out £500 in conjunction with the cashier 
in grain to be delivered out to the workmen at cost price in part of their advances.

The Committee propose only to value the stock upon hand at the close of the year and to 
dispense with the valuation of the produce as it passes from the mines to the mills. 

The Committee also submit that by the present system of assuming profit upon the contracts 
pending with the merchants the Company has been in the practice of annually taking credit for 
profit, which has not been actually realised. 

That the proposed alteration may be adopted without the form of the statements rendered by 
Mr Stagg & Mr Hewitson or removing any checks upon the correctness of the accounts, but on 
the contrary lessen the liability to error by greatly reducing the number of cross entries at 
present necessary upon the closing of the annual accounts & making the items in the books to 
correspond with the statement.

And 
after much conversation with them upon the subject in which an alteration in the rate of duty 
ore was suggested in the shape of a graduated scale according to the price of lead in order to 
enable the Company to employ as many labourers as possible in the present distressed state of 
the mining population with the least injury to the Company with this view it was strongly 
impressed upon the Commissioners that the Court were willing to need the comforts of the 
men by any moderate sacrifice if a correspondent disposition was shown by the 
Commissioners in a reduction of the present rate of duty ore. 

We obtained no decisive answer but were informed the subject should have their best 
attention. 

It may however be proper to acquaint the Court that the sentiments expressed by the 
Commissioners did not seem favourable to any alteration that might tend to increase the 
raising of ore considering it a better alternative that the men now employed in mining should 
be reduced and obliged to find other employment which they thought would be practicable in 
making roads and other public works. 

An increased duty upon foreign lead was suggested as one desirable made of assisting the 
present low price of lead to which the vice president of the Board of Trade who was present as 
chairman of the Commissioners of Greenwich Hospital stated unequivocally that Government 
had no such intention. 

In conclusion we deem it proper to remark that from the tone of the conversation that passed 
we are opinion that the Company would be completely exonerated from any blame by taking 
such measures in the future workings of the mines in Alston Moor as may appear most 
beneficial to their interest in accordance with the general terms of their present leases.

a meritorious degree of patience and contentment that entitles them to the most favourable 
consideration. 

The Court of Assistants trust that the foregoing remarks will not convey to the Court of 
Proprietors any discouragement as to the stability of the Company as they can with confidence 
state that the general conditions of the concern is very satisfactory both as regards the 
condition of the works, and the power of raising lead, but they think it improper to conceal 
from the proprietors that the large supplies of lead furnished by the Spanish and other Foreign 
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mines have so interfered with the British Export Trade that it is to be apprehended much 
increase in the price of lead cannot be expected while these supplies continue.

A letter from Robert Stagg to the Court. 

I have been duly favoured with your letter of the 29th March and whilst I am sincerely glad at 
the announced reduction of dividend (the dividend had been reduced from 15/- paid the last 
half year to 10/- for this half year) as a measure of prudent policy under the continued 
depression in the value of lead. I cannot avoid feeling deep anxiety on Account of the 
intention conveyed to me of any doubt being entertained by the Company’s Court as to the 
propriety of continuing any or all the trials to their final objects, for I am not I believe more 
certain of my own existence than I am of the expediency of checking these trials and 
especially at this juncture, when they can be prosecuted and are being prosecuted at little more 
than half the cash which this would in more prosperous times. 

It is very desirable whilst lead is of so little value to check the immediate Raising of Ore 
because; besides saving a great passing outlay such check of supply affords the last chance of 
hastening a return of better prices by bringing down the supply of demand. 

But I do and must ever hold it to be most impolite to check trials when they can be most 
cheaply pursued, as it is solely by their completion against better times, that any mining 
concern can have the chance of benefiting extensively when better times do return. 

Nothing therefore but a absolute want of capital or a presettled and fixed determination to 
wind up a mining concern ought. Iam convinced even to cause this plan to be adopted and in 
the Company’s case had they ever decided to cease to be miners so soon as they could most 
beneficially bring their affairs to a close. 

I should say, considering the great proportion of the expense already incurred and the nearness 
of our approach to the issue of nearly all the trials in hand that it would be most impolite and 
injurious to their interest to check one of such trials in their present stage. 

It is my greater consolation under present circumstances, to know that nearly all of our chief 
trials that could be suspended without the forfeiture of leases, have been already pushed as 
near their objects that another year of perseverance will probably, nay almost certainly bring 
them to a termination when so much of dead weight will cease at any rate and when also I 
greatly hope, we may be placed in a position to either avail ourselves extensively of whatever 
favourable change may arise, or to wait the issue without much, if any further sacrifice. I 
would therefore beg of the Court as a personal favour, not to think of checking these trials in 
the interim. 

I have said nothing about the desirableness of having it placed within the Company’s power to 
reap the fruits of such trials without the terms of their existing leases although this is a proper 
and very important consideration seeing that they have no security for the renewal of one of 
them, and it would be no light temptation to Lord’s of Manors to take so easy a completion of 
valuable and extensive trials into their own hands, should the Company by their suspension of 
them, afford them so fair and plausible a pretence for so doing. 

On every account therefore I do trust the Court will abandon the idea for the present.

The Governor and Court of Assistants in submitting to you the account for the year ending 31* 
October 1863, can but congratulate the Proprietors upon the satisfactory result of the years 
operations, a result which would have been still more favourable had the state of the lead 
market enabled them to dispose the whole of the years produce within that period. 
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The Proprietors will however observe that a considerable portion of the increased profits arise 
from a reduction in the amount of the wages earned by the miners as compared with the 
previous year. Under the most careful management it is difficult to keep the wages of the 
miners exactly to the proposed scale; and this forms one of the many uncertain elements in 
mining risks. 


The produce from the mines for the year has been very satisfactory, being a little in excess of 
1862, while the price obtained for the lead sold has maintained the same average per ton. 
And the conduct of the vast number of men in the Company’s employ has continued to be 
most satisfactory. 


A very large proportion of the shareholders having repeatedly expressed the warm interest 
they personally feel in the welfare of the Company schools the Court of Assistants have the 
pleasure to report that these valuable institutions continue in the same complete state of 
efficiency, which in 1861 called forth the marked encomiums of the Government Inspector 


As stated on previous occasions the two principle school houses (built in 1818) have long been 
felt totally inadequate to the number attending the schools and still more deficient in that most 
important element for the health and stamina of the children, good ventilation. 

The new school house at Middleton was completed last year, and appears to give great 
satisfaction to everyone and to be all that can be desired. 

That at Nenthead will be commenced immediately the weather in that severe climate will 
admit, and it is hoped may be completed by the end of the summer. The cost of it as the 
shareholders are aware will not affect the present years operations as a sum was reserved for 
the purpose out of the large profits of former periods. 


There is another feature in the accounts of the last year to which the Court of Assistants deem 
it fitting to call to the attention of the Proprietors, as on more than one occasion, the policy of 
maintaining a large surplus Capital has been called into question and the test which this policy 
has sustained illustrates its value to the concern — as had such not been the case the Court 
would have been compelled to force sales of their lead at a time when there was little or no 
demand. 


Should the Proprietors agree with the Court in the amount of dividend now to be made it will 
leave a small sum towards replacing the entrenchment made last year upon our reserve, which 
the Court at the meeting in March 1863 did not hesitate to recommend, considering the general 
favourable aspect of the concern at the time. 


The Reserve with this addition will then stand at about £18000, certainly not a large amount in 
prosperous times.

In our last years report, while congratulating our Proprietors on the satisfactory condition of 
the Company’s mining prospects we called their attention to the extreme stagnation in the 
demand for lead. This stagnation continued for some months causing our stock, particularly of 
the Common qualities to accumulate to a considerable extent, and when at length the demand 
sprung up, prices ruled considerably lower than in 1864 and we were forced to clear off a large 
quantity of Common lead at prices that barely paid the cost of production. The produce of the 
mines has been quite as favourable as we anticipated, but the low price at which we disposed 
of our accumulated stock materially affected our average of sales and consequently the net 
profits of the year. 

During the last five months prices have improved and our sales have been on the whole 
satisfactory. As far as the uncertainty of all mining operations will allow us to foresee, the 
Company’s prospects are favourable. 

We must not however close our report without drawing the special attention of the 
shareholders to the serious increase our expenditure in the shape of wages. It is of the great 
difficulties we shall have to contend with, and one over which we can have no certain control 
so long as the competition for labour prevails in the North. 

The miners and workmen generally have conducted themselves praiseworthily, and we have 
every reason to congratulate our proprietors on the condition of the numerous families in their 
employ, and the continued efficient state of the system of Education, which has worked, and 
still works as one of the greatest blessings in our mining districts.

The Governor and Court of Assistants regret to have to lay before their Proprietors a less 
favourable statement of the results of their operations for the past year, than those, which they 
have had the pleasure to present for several years preceding. 

In the report which they made to the Proprietors in March 1867 they referred to the dullness 
of the lead trade in common with all other branches of commerce from the commencement of 
their current financial year November 1866, and the continuance of the universal stagnation of 
trade since that period is so well known that the Proprietors cannot be surprised to learn that 
the profits of this Company have been correspondingly affected. 

In the year ending 31st October 1866 the sales effected by the Company were not quite equal 
to the produce from the mines within the year, but the average price obtained from the sales 
during that year was good, and the result of the years operations under all circumstances 
satisfactory, but in the following year however, ending 31st October 1867 the amount of their 
total sales was only about two thirds of the produce of that year, and these sales could only be 
effected at a reduction on previous prices. This want of demand has ensured a considerable 
augmentation of the stock in hand, which of course tells unfavourably on the amounts now 
presented. 

Since the beginning of the current year a somewhat better tone has prevailed and up to the 
present time, the Court have been enabled to sell a fair quantity of lead but they have been 
obliged to submit to a reduction in their prices below those of last year. 

There is still great difficulty in disposing of their best quality or Refined lead for which in 
former years there has been a steady demand, and from which the Company derived a 
considerable portion of their profits. 

The result of these circumstances is that the accounts now submitted to the Proprietors for the 
year ending 31‘ October last show only a small amount of profit available for a dividend; but 
the regular reports the Court receives from the North on the state of the mines and works 
continue of a satisfactory character, so that with returning briskness of trade, and average 
prices the Court hope they may look for a return of remunerative business. 

Legislation has of late been busy in improving regulations in regard to the pollution of rivers 
and other sanitary precautions and our establishments have been visited by the Inspectors of 
Salmon Fisheries, who found little to object to, but made some suggestions, which are being 
attended to. 

A subject however of far more importance to the Company, and one which has for a long time 
engaged the anxious attention of the Court is the repeated introduction into Parliament of a 
Bill subjecting (amongst other property) lead mines to the Poor Rate, an impost from which 
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they have hitherto been exempted on account of the risk and uncertainty attending lead mining 
adventure. 

The Bill has been reintroduced during the present session and the Court felt it their duty to 
present a petition against it under the Common seal of the Corporation, but there is too much 
reason of fear that it will pass into law. 

To counter balance these disadvantages the Court have principally to look for a greater 
liberality on the part of their landlords in reducing the Dues (which have already been 
accorded to them in several instances) and to the improvement of their processes and the 
general economy of the concern to which the attention of the Company agents are constantly 
directed. 

The Court are happy to be able to continue to report favourably of the general good conduct of 
the large body of men in their employment, and of their general well doing. The Agents and 
other officers remain in the Company’s employment with very few changes, and from this 
experience and long service, are capable of presenting its interests to the utmost. 

The Company’s schools still under the same masters maintain the high character for 
efficiency, which they have long enjoyed.

Were it not for the greatly reduced price of lead to which reference was made in last years 
report, the operations for the year ending 31*t October 1868 would have been fairly 
satisfactory. 

The ore raised amounted to 23,821 Bings being about equal to 6,600 tons of lead, and the sales 
effected 6,045 tons but the prices obtained show a very great reduction on previous years. 
The average of the year referred to being £19 11s 4d a ton against £21 10s 11d in 1867 and 
£20 16s 6d as the medium of 5 years 1863/67. This falling off in the value of our own 
produce is a very serious matter as to a certain extent it must be attributed to the fact that of 
the late years many of the principle lead merchants have increased their own refining 
operations and with the scientific improvements which have been introduced many ores are 
being used for the manufacture of White lead which formerly would have been rejected. 

The reduction in the rates of Royalty, or Duty ore, which have been obtained from Lords of 
the Manor, will in time the Court trusts be a considerable assistance to the Company’s 
operations, and the present low price of lead as compared with late years has doubtless been 
one of the chief reasons which have weighed with our lessors in agreeing to these reductions, 
as however some of them are prospective the effect will not be fully felt for some time to 
come. 

One favourable feature in our operations, it is right we should mention as a proof that any 
improvements which experience has pointed out as conducive to economy in the cost of 
production are adopted at our works. 

In former years the standard of calculation for the yield of the Company’s ore was about 4 
Bings to the Fother of lead, but from economy principally in the smelting operations it is now 
found that 3 Bings 6 cwt is ample, and indeed a further saving is evinced in our operations for 
the past year. 

The Bill for the Rating of mines referred to in the previous years report did not pass in the last 
session of Parliament, but the probability of the provisions of such a Bill sooner or later 
becoming law is not lost sight of in our negotiations for the renewal of leases. 

The Court have the satisfaction to inform the Proprietors that since the meeting in March last 
year, an Act of Parliament has been passed, doing away with the necessity save in special 
cases of taking the oath of supremacy in matters connected with Corporations such as the Lead 
Company. 

In conclusion the Court have the pleasure to inform the Proprietors that the conduct of the 
large number of workmen employed by the Company continues to be most satisfactory, and 
that the schools are in their usual state of efficiency. 

The result of our operations ending 31st October 1868 shows a profit equal to or slightly over 
30 shillings per share. 

The Court therefore recommend that the usual dividend of 10s per share be made to the 
Proprietors for the half year ending Ladyday last, without any deduction for Income Tax. 
Also that an extra dividend of 10s per share for the year be made without any deduction for 
Income Tax.
